Terrible Affair at St Lonls—A Prom inent 
Lawyer K illed by an Editor. 
_ S t. L o u is, October 13th.—About half-past 
5 o'clock this evening John A. Cockrell, 
managing editor of the Post IDispatch, shot 
and killed Celonel D. W. Slayhack, a prom­ 
inent lawyer, well-known politician and an 
ex-Congressman of this cily. At present it 
is unknown how the shootiug occurred, as no 
one directly concerned in the matter will 
make a statement. 
H. W. Moore, city editor of the paper, who 
was titling at his desk at the time, says that 
while Cockrell, John Maguffiu, the basinets 
manager, and Vie lor T. Cole, the foreman, 
were holding a business conference in 
the editorial room, Colonel Slayback, ac­ 
companied by W. T. Clofton, entered the 
local room and passed on toward the 
edit'.ral room, the door to which was closed. 
Moore turned 'n his chair as they pastel by, 
and observed that Col. Slay back, as he oponed 
the door with his left hand, had bis right 
hand in bis pistol pocket, and in less than a 
minute rftar Slayhack entered Cockrell’s 
room Moore heard the report of a pistol. He 
immediately sprang up, and on entering tho 
editorial room found Slayback stretched on 
the floor and Cockrell bending over him, ap­ 
parently wiping blood from his facs. Cock­ 
rell asked Moore to send for a pbysiciaD, 
which he did, anda few moments later ona 
arrived, but not until Slayback died. He 
died about thres m notes after being shot. 
Meanwhile Cockrell washed his hands, and 
in less than five minutes after the f rial shot 
was fired ha |m i Magffii entered a carriage 
and drove away, it is rot yet known where. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
St. Louis, October 13th.—The ball from 
Cockrell’s pistol entered Slayback’s left side 
near the 1 e irt, and ranged upward. Whether 
it entered ti e heart is not known, but it 
must have penetrated the lungs. An immense 
crowd gathered round the Post-Dispatch of­ 
fice, and remained there till long after the 
murder. . The deplorable aif sir seeun to have 
grown out of the publication of an editorial 
by the Post-Dispatch this evening, stating 
that Slayback, in a petty political meeting 
in the Eighteenth Ward last night, applied 
strong, vile and virulent epithets to the Post­ 
Dispatch and its conductors, making charges 
which he knew to be false, and in retaliation 
for this the paper reproduced a card publish­ 
ed a year ago by John M. Glove, a well- 
known young lawyer, in which the writer 
charges Cuionel Slayback with cowardice. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.1 
St. Louis, October 13th.—John M. Ma- 
guflin and Victor T. Cole to-night made a 
statement as to what occurred in the room 
where the shooting took place. They say, 
in substance, that Slayback, on entering the 
room threw his coat back, drew a revolver, 
and, advancing, sail : " Well, I’m here, sir.” 
Then, observing a weapon on Cockrell’s derk, 
asked, “ Is that for me?” To which Cock­ 
rell rei'lied. “ No, it’s for use only to defind 
myself.” Slayback then said, “ You are pre­ 
pared to draw; then draw.” Cockrell answered, 
“ I dcn’t have to draw. I don’t want to 
draw. G j away from here. I don’t want 
to have anything to do with you.” Slay­ 
back and Clopton meantime pressed forward 
and crowded Cockrell against the wall. 
Then they all got into a sort of tus-le, each 
haviDg hold of the other, Cockrell being the 
most crowded. The latter asked Maguffin 
to take Slayback’s pistol from him, and 
when he attempted to do so the weapon 
was discharged, and Slayback staggered and 
sank to the floor.

THE NUMBER SEVEN. 
The number s'7tn has always been re­ 
garded as a number of special importance 
or significance, the feeling in this respect 
amounting sometimes to euperstition. And 
it is not to be wondered at when we con­ 
sider the great events of history ami of life 
with which this number is inseparably con­ 
nected. It is used in the Bible frequently, 
as a symbol of mysterious things. It was 
alio thus used among the prominent ancient 
nations, namely, the Persians, Indians, 
Egyptians, Greeks, Romans, etc. It is 
eaid that tbe reason for this number being 
preferred above others is that it consists of 
three, the sides of a triangle, and four, the 
sides of a square. We cannot S3y whether 
this is true. More probatdy it has an as­ 
tronomical beginning, and if so then it may 
be established in the order of things as a 
special number by the Creator of the stars. 
Tjbus there are seven planets (not counting 
the earth), Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus, Neptune. The earth was 
made in eeven days, or seven periods of 
time, and the seventh day was hallowed. 
Every sevinth year wa3 sabbatical, and 
tho jobel year was u-hertd iu by the 
seven times Bcventh year. There were 
three festivals which lasted seven days 
each—paseah, festivals o' weeks and tab­ 
ernacles. Between the first and seccDd of 
these feasts were counted seven weeks. 
The first day of the seventh month was a 
holy convocation. The days of purifica­ 
tion, according to the Levitical law3, were 
seven. Seven days were allotted to the 
celebrations of weddings and to the mourn­ 
ing for the dead. A great many articles 
alluded to in tbe Old and New Testaments 
add to our interest in this number. Thus 
we have seven churches, seven stars, seven 
candlesticks, seven spirits, seven trumpets, 
and seven horns, and seven eyes of the 
lamb. The second time the dove was sent 
out of the ark it was seven days after the 
first time. Phaioah dreamed that he saw 
seven lean and seven full ears of corn, eeven 
lean and seven fat kine. When Peter 
asked the Savior how often he should for­ 
give one who sinned against him, whether 
till seven times, Jesus answered: “ Isay 
not unto thee, until seven times, but until 
seventy times eeven,” 
W hin we come to secular matters, we 
find that the number seven was held sa­ 
cred by the Greeks to Opollo and Dionysos, 
who, according to Orphic legends, were 
tom into seven pieces. The Py thagoreans 
also made much use of the number, calling 
it by various proper names, as Athene, 
Hermes, Ilepbaistos, Heracles, tbe virgin 
unbegotten and unbegetting (i. e. not ob­ 
tained by multiplication), Dionysos, Rex, 
etc. So we have also the “ seven sacra­ 
ments,” the “ seven free arts,” “ the seven 
wise men.” and the “ seven dolores of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary,” the latter a festival 
commemorative of the seven incident] in 
the life of the Virgin, instituted by Pope 
Benedict X III. in 1725. There were the 
seven sleepers, the heroes of the celebrated 
legend. Also the seven wonders of the 
world, namely, the Pyramids of Egypt, 
the Hanging Gardens of Babylon, the 
Temple of Diana at Ephesus, the Statue of 
•Jupiter at Athens, the Mausoleum at Hali­ 
carnassus, the Colossus at Rhodes, and the 
Pharos at Alexandria. We have also had 
the bloody “ seven years’ war,” the “ eeven 
wise masters,” the “ seven wise men,” and 
the “ seventh day Baptists;” and every­ 
body knows, of course, and may believe as 
much of it as he bas a mind to, that the 
seventh son of the seventh eon possesses 
certain marvelous gifts and powers, with 
which we ordinary mortals have never been 
endowed, and which we cm only enjoy in 
a secondary way by having the rheuma- 
tiuu or some other ailment rubbed out of 
us by the magnetic hand of one of these 
fortunate individuals. 


FORtlGN EVENTS. 


H in ts o n R o a s tin g W ild D u c k .—If 
the “ wild flavor” of game, such as geese, 
ducks, etc., is disliked, they may be 
soaked over night in cold water, or pare a 
fresh lemon without breaking the thin, 
white inside skin, put inside the game for 
a day or two, renewing the lemon every 
twelve hours. This will absorb unpleasant 
flavors from almost all meat and game. 
Some lay slices of onion over the game 
while cooking, and remove before serving. 
Yonng ducks should roast from twenty- 
five to thirty m inutes; full-grown, for an 
hour or more, with frequent bas'iug. Some 
prefer them underdone, served very h o t; 
but thorough cooking will prove more gen­ 
erally palatable.

The Coming Yutlonnl Conference. 
D ublin, October 13th.—Invitations for the 
National Conference next week have betn 
sent to 1,500 persons, including all the dele­ 
gates to the National Convention of 1881, 
and all suspects imprisoned during ths ad­ 
ministration of Forster as Chief Secretary. 
The business before the Conference will be a 
proposition to found a new national organiza­ 
tion, probably under .the title of the Irish 
National Llague. The Conference will be 
invited to select an Organizing Committee, to 
settle the details of the new organization, tbe 
committee to be empowered to summon an 
elected Convention, which will choose an ex* 
ecutrve, to whcse guidance the affairs of the 
League will be trusted. A statement of the 
balance of the Land League fund now on 
hand will be submit.ed to the conference, 
and a detailed account of the expenditure 
made to the new executire for audit. Sub­ 
scribers to the Mansion House will be ipso 
facto entitled to membership in tie new or­ 
ganization. It is believed the principal ob­ 
ject of tbe Irish League will be ae prosecu­ 
tion of a vigorous agitation for the enactment 
of Land Acts preliminary to tha abolition of 
landlordism by purchase. Special stre-s will 
be laid on the definition of Healey’s clause, 
so as to secure to tenants the entire value cf 
their past and future improvements on the 
admission of lease-holders to the benefit of 
the Act, and on advance of the entire purchase 
money by the state at a low rate of interest; 
the principal to be paid during an extended 
period. Proposals will abo be advocated for tbe 
purchase of poor, rack-rented estates for the 
benefit of tenants. The claims of laborers to 
better dwellings aud allotments will be incor­ 
porated in the programme. Laborers are 
invited to co-operate iu obtaining such im­ 
provements in the Land Act as will enable 
farmers to deal generou-ly with them. The 
industrial revival will be satisted by local 
organizations for fostering the demand for 
Irish manufactures. The other points gí the 
programme Tie the payment of members of 
Parliament, extension of the franchise, and 
tho establishment of a f.yttem of elective 
county governments. It is understood that 
at the conference a delegation from the 
lloms Rule League will announce the disso­ 
lution of that body, and the res’guation of 
its functions into the hands of the new 
Irish League, of which national self-govern­ 
ment wi.l be tbe basis. 
I tie Cliuuriel Tunnel. 
London, October 13th.—The committee, 
under General Sir Archibald Aiiaon, ap­ 
pointed to report on the Channel tunnel, con­ 
sider that the exit of the tunnel should bei 
commanded by a foitresa of tho first-class 
that the tunnel should also be provided with 
a porticullis, and with an arrangement ft r 
filling it for a sufficient space with irrespira­ 
ble gas, and that measures should be taken 
for the demolition of the land portioD of the 
tunnel, for a temporary flooding of the main 
tunnel, and abo for its total destruction by a 
mine. These arrangements should be cot - 
trolled by separate parties both inside and 
outside the commanding fortress. When all 
this is done, the committee admit that it 
would be presumptuous to place absolute re­ 
liance upon even the most comprehensive ar­ 
rangements. Memoranda from Sir Gen­ 
eral Garnet Wolseley and the Duke of 
Cambridge, Commander-ic-Chief, are sp- 
pended, evea more strongly condemning the 
tunnel. 
The Times c raiders that this report has 
settled the question of the tunnel adversely 
for a long time to com?.

COKCERKINO WOMEN. 
Of French and English women, the Lon­ 
don Globe says: “ The typical French­ 
woman’s character is not deep, but it has 
been traced out by Nature with no un­ 
steady hand. Her spirit of independence, 
her comparative freedom from that timidity 
which ia often represented as a beautiful 
weakness of her sex, have enabled her to 
conquer much of the ground that belongs 
traditionally to man, simply by qualifying 
ueraelf to compete with him industrially 
and intellectually iu a multitude of ways. 
The Frenchwoman is not the most affec­ 
tionate of spouses, but in her devotedness 
to her children sue is not to be surpassed, 
while the interest she takes in her hus­ 
band’s work and her desire to help him for 
the common good throw into bold relit! 
the strongest side of her character. W hat 
we wish to lay stress on is the fact 
that the Frenchwoman, although ex­ 
tremely emotional at tirneB, in the 
.ordinary business of life looks at nothing 
through a romantic and sentimental me­ 
dium. It is this peculiarity which marks 
the chief distinction between her and the 
Englishwoman. The latter is less passion­ 
ate, but she is also less practical. From 
maidenhood to old age her views of life are 
romantic. Even after much misfortune 
and disappointment she rarely realizes 
things as they are. It is the exception 
when she loves her children more than her 
husband, while the Frenchwoman’s affec­ 
tion for her offspring is generally all­ 
absorbing. 
The sentimentality of the 
Englishwoman is at once her strength and 
her weakness. It is her strength because 
it is intimately associated with strong re­ 
ligious instinct and reverence for moral 
principles which color all her thoughts and 
direct her conduct. It is her weakness, 
because it is apt to make her rely too much 
upon others, aud to hope when she should 
act.” 
The Pall Hall Gazette says : “ 1 Liber­ 
a l’ dress, as they appear to call divided 
skirts ia America, seems to cause as much 
astonishment there as over here, at least íd 
New York State. 
A M ss Tillotson, who 
appeared in a drab blouse with her legs en­ 
cased in trousers, was the subject of con­ 
siderable attention the other day from the 
inhabitants of Watkins, X. Y., whither she 
had gone to attend a meeting of Freethink­ 
ers. In this country, in spite of magazine 
articles and exhibitions, a divided skirt is 
almost as much a rarity as ever, and Lady 
Hsrberton’s movement seems to have fol­ 
lowed Mrr. Bloomer’s into oblivion.” 
Of the extension of the movement for 
admitting women to the employments 
hitherto reserved for men, the London 
Spectator says: “ W hether we like it or 
dislike it, that movement, now that it has 
once beeu set on foot, ia certain to become 
larger and larger. 
Both because their 
wants are fewer, and because they have to 
underbid men in order to get employment 
at all, they will take lower wages than 
men, and in many situations they will prob­ 
ably give more care and diligence ia re­ 
turn. In the first instance, it will be the 
more stupid men who will suffer from their 
rivalry. When it is found that the serv­ 
ices of a fairly efficient young woman can 
be had for less money than it has hitherto 
been the custom to pay a very inefficient 
young man, inefficient young men will be 
more of drugs in tbe market than they 
even now are. As the education of women 
improves, the clever girls will more and 
more come abreast cf the clever young 
men, and then the eame process will be 
repeated.”

HOUSEHOLD HISTS. 


A side dish, which will be new to many 
cooks, is made by slicing very thin some 
onions and green tomatoes, in about equal 
proportions, and frying them together just 
as you fry onions alone. Salt them well, 
and if there is any danger of their being 
greasy drain before serving. 
One way to give variety to the breakfast 
is to cook some thin slices of thin pork 
thus : Put them in cold water and set them 
on the stove, and let them come to a boil ; 
then drain off all the water and fry them 
for about four minutes, or until they are 
nearly free from grease ; then dip them in 
a batter made of egg and flour, and fry 
them till a light brown and crisp. 
Baked or roasted onions should be 
washed, but not peeled. First boil them 
for an hour in water which is well salted. 
When they are tender drain off the water, 
let them stand for afew minutes and drain, 
then remove the skins, put them iu a 
drippiog-pan, put a little lump of butter 
and some pepper aud salt on each one ; let 
them remain in the oven till they are nicely 
browned. Serve while very hot. 
Potatoes warmed in this way are excel- 
i lent for supper with cold meat : Put a 
| lump of bntter ia a frying-pan, with half 
a eup of sweet cream, salt and pepper 
enough to season the potatoes, and a little 
parsley chopped tine. Take cold boiled 
potatoes and cut them in small pieces or in 
slices, and when the butter bas melted stir 
them in. Let them heat gradually and 
boil for four or five minutes, aud then 
serve. 
A baiter pudding to be used with any 
fruit—apples, peaches, or canned berries— 
is made of one pint cf sweet milk, four 
eggs beaten very light, two teacups of 
flour, one teaspoenful of salt, and oDe- 
fourth of a teaspoonful of soda. Placo tbe 
fruit in the bottom of an earthern pudding 
dish ; then pour the batter over it. Bake 
for three-quarters of an hour, and serve 
hot, with rich pudding sauce, or with 
cream and sugar. 
Mock crab salad ¡3 made in this way : 
Take half a pound of pickled shrimps, one- 
quarter of a pound of good old cheese, one 
tablespoonful of salad oil, one half tea* 
spoonful r.f cayenne pepper, one teaspoen­ 
ful of salt, one of white sugar, r ue of 
made mustard, four tablespooufuU o, vine­ 
gar ; if you have celery salt, use a liberal 
sprinkling of that, grate the cheese, and 
chop the shrimps vtry flue, then mix grad­ 
ually all the ingredients mentioned. This 
relish is highly esteemed by many cooks. 
A convenience for almost every woman, 
but particularly for the one who hires her 
wasbing done by the dozsp, is the movable 
skii t bottom. How many times it happens 
that tho upper part is not soiled at all 
when the rulih or hem is too dusty to bo 
worn, and this perhaps after once wearing. 
The movable part is to be buttoned to the 
upper at the knee, or a trifle below, and it 
is allowable to have three of these to one 
upper. Use small buttons, and as close 
together as ¡3 necessary to keep the skirt 
in place. A!ways take the precaution to 
examine each button before putting the 
garment on. 
Puffs, which are nice made fresh for tea 
call for one pint of sweet milk, six ounces 
of sifted flour, four eggs, a good pinch of 
salt. The milk must be scalded and then 
be allowed to cool a little, then stir tho 
flour in, not leaving a single lump. Beat 
the eggs till they are very light, then add 
them to the milk and flour. Fry these in 
hot lard, dropping a spoonful at a time, as 
you do fritters. By taking pains you can 
make these puffs as round as balls. Do not 
let them “ string ” from the spoon, t ut, 
holding it down close to the larJ, cut the 
batter off with a knife. Sift powdered su­ 
gar over them, just before sending them to 
tho table. 
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IHDU3TKIAL BREVITIES. 
A Le Conte pear weighing one pound, 
and measuring thirteen and one-eighth 
inches in circumference, has been grow*n in 
Leon county, Florida, this season. 
The Government of Nicaragua is endeav. 
onng to generalize the growth of cinchona 
trees, for which some of the mountain 
regions of the Republic are eminently 
adapted. 
A Philadelphia magistrate recently an­ 
nounced the law as saying that the owner, 
ship of swarming bees is vested in the 
original possessor only bo long as he can 
keep them in sight. 
It is estimated that the South has this 
season paid to the North §55,000,000 for 
wheat, §50,000,000 for corn, 872 000,000 
for meats, and about 8*25,000,000 for hay, 
butter, cheese, oats, apples, potatoes, etc. 
A gentleman from Vicksburg, Miss., be­ 
lieves that the electric light can be em­ 
ployed to good advantage in attracting the 
insects that injure the cotton plant, and 
that it may be the means of destroying 
them. 
The fruit-growers of this country are al­ 
most the only class of producers who are 
united in favor of free trade*. They want 
all persons to have all the fruit they can 
obtain, and are not particular about where 
it grows. 
The tigs produced on trees the first few 
years aftsr they commence to bear are of 
inferior quality, and said to create the im­ 
pression that the varieties are pcor. After 
the trees become older, however, the 
quality improves. 
A school of domestic economy is to be 
opened at Clark University, Atlanta, Ga. 
A “ model home ” is to be established in a 
convenient cottage, and all the domestic 
processes conducted therein in the best 
manner. 
Experiments in planting pine seeds have 
resulted in securing good groves of trees in 
places where transplanted trees failed to 
grow. Pines are being introduced on many 
worn-out farms in the Eastern States iu 
this manner. 
There was completed July 221, at Ma­ 
rine City, Mich,, a well which paired 
through 115 feet of solid crystal salt. Salt 
was encountered first at a depth of 1,033 
feet, and from that point to the depth of 
1, <48 feet the material removed was pure 
salt. 
The success that has attended bagging 
clusters of grapes has induced several per­ 
sons to put paper coverings over tomatoes 
and other truita. They are pleased with 
the result, as better ripening ia secured and 
a higher color obtained. 
A deck-load of jackasses arrived recently 
in New Vork, tne importation of Abiel 
Leonard, of Mount Leonard, Mo , who is 
to take them west for breeding purposes. 
They were collected with care in Spain, 
and stood the voyage well. 
M‘ re attention ia now given to draining 
swamp land in the Southern States than at 
any tin e in their history. The expense is, 
of course, considerable, tu t the outlay is 
compensated for in the large crops produced 
and in the great saving in the matter o! 
fe tilizsra. 
A farmer near Liverpool, Eogland, has 
invented a self-acting ventilating apparatus 
which prevents hay or grain put into stack 
quite wet from being injured by heating, 
thu3 rendering the farmer comparatively 
indeperdsnt ot the weather in that moist 
climate. 
The latest advices from the C'anberry 
marshes in the vicinity of Berlin, W is., are 
very unfavorable, for more than a quarter 
of a crop. The excessive drought last year 
killed a large number of the vines, and 
now the bugs are doing great damage to 
the remaining ones. 
The oxeye daisy has become very popu­ 
lar as a flower, and is now extensively 
raised in village and city gardens. It will 
doubtless spread into the country and take 
possession ot fields and pasturas, It will 
then be known as the “ Dutch cuss,” and 
regarded as a vegetable pest. 
Until very recently, Mexico haB not 
raised coffee enough for the supply of the 
jeople. About fifteen years ago more at­ 
tention began to be paid to coffee culture, 
and trees to the number of a million have 
been planted every year. It is believed 
that in a near future Mexico wili export 
not only coffee, but sugar and tea. 
A. B, Howard, of Massachusetts, says : 
A friend of ours, who grows cabbages ex­ 
tensively for market, has found that salt­ 
peter dissolved at the rate of one and a 
talf to two ounces to a gallon of water, 
and applied with a sprinkler, will com­ 
pletely banish the European cabbage- 
worm. It has proved not only a sure cure 
for this nuisance, but a special fertilizer in 
•itimulaticg au increased growth of plant. 
By careful pruning and protecting his 
vines, and allowing but one or two melons 
to ripen on each vine, a Georgia farmer 
succeeds in getting watermelons weighing 
sixty pounds and more. 
One growing 
melon weighed sixty five pounds August 
231. and was expected to reach seventy or 
seventy-five pounds by the time it was 
fully ripe. These melons bring from 50 
cents to §1 each at the nearest town. The 
secret of his success, he claims, is in judi­ 
cious pruning, an art only to be learned 
by experience. 
Ia The British Medical Journal Dr. 
William Gayton, Medical Superintendent 
of the Small-pox Hospital at Homerton, 
says: “ Apropos of small-pox in birds, I 
may, perhaps, mention that some years 
ago a former Bteward of th¡3 hospital was 
in the habit of breeding a large number of 
can tries. As these arrived at maturity it 
was a common occurrence to find many of 
th»m dead, and presenting evidence tf hav­ 
ing suffered from some eruptive disease. It 
was further observed that when the hospital 
contained a somewhat large number of 
patients the mortality among the birds in­ 
creased, and vice versa.”

Women were appointed aud 
served on several committees, lending their 
energies to make the occasion one of inter­ 
est. Mias Violetta Swearenger prepared 
an address on behalf of the tax paying 
women of the county, whose names were 
deposited in the corner-stone. Owing to 
the illness of Miss Swearenger, the address 
was delivered by Miss Olla Cooper. The 
address was a forcible plea for tho ballot 
for women—vigorous, eloquent and patri­ 
otic—and well merited its wide publication 
in the Andersou and Indianapolis ¡ apiers. 
The following quotation is hereby com­ 
mended to tbe gentlemen of the State at 
large : “ Gentlemen, the tax-paying women 
of Indiana are not aliens ; they axe

sessed unquestionably of poetio talents, of 
energetic character, and more than average 
judgment, he chooses to play a part which 
any one of ordinary penetration can see 
does not belong to him. 
He is almost 
always unnatural from .his labored pretense 
to be natura'. 
To impose upon the general 
public the impression that he is a gifted 
savage, a child o; untrained, untaught 
genius, appears to be his chief aim, and his 
secondary aim to make people believe him 
a very singular person. ‘ B >th these pur­ 
poses are supplemented by an unflagging 
disposition to advertise himself in all pos­ 
sible ways. 
Having practiced for years at 
this game, he has succeeded in deceiving 
any number of casual observers, and is 
thus emboldened to go on. 
The shrewder 
few, however, decline to bo duped by his 
shallow artifices, and avoid him on account 
of the ceaseless repetition of tbeee. 
Above everything. Miller wants to be 
considered original. 
Consequently, he as­ 
sumes to have no culture, no education 
even ; he deliberately misspells, and writes 
an abominable scrawl, forever asserting 
th at he is illiterate ; that he reads nothing” 
and has no knowledge of civilized customs. 
That be has had no regular education hap­ 
pens to be true ; but that he is not a reader 
is wholly untrue. 
He has obviously pored 
over the British poets, especially Byron, 
Browning aud Teunyeon, and often repro­ 
duces them in hia own vorse. 
He is in­ 
fused with their spirit and method, though 
it is quite liktly that he would, if asked, 
deny any acquaintance with their works. 
Ho seems to think that any acknowledg­ 
ment of culture on his part would detract 
from his m e rit; forgetting th at nearly 
every autl or of renown la - received ail the 
culture which his era could provide. 
His 
talk, conduct, manners are generally for 
effect. 
Not content to do premeditately 
queer thing», he ¡3 prone to speak of them 
as queer ; to point out their queerne9s, and 
to rteclaro that he is a quier fellow. 
In 
addition to these sham peculiarities, he is 


FOND OF ROMANCING 
About his pas; life, not caring whether 
anybody believes liis stories or not. 
His 
extraordinary experiences with William 
W alker in Central America, which, as I am 
told, he used to rscite melodramatically, 
are regarded as apocryphal ; and he may 
have intended that they shuuld be so re­ 
garded. 
There are those who discredit his 
Modoc tales completely; nor is it to be 
wondered at, for he appe3r3 to take pleas­ 
ure in drawing tho long bow, with and 
without provocation, and to be amused 
when he is suspected of an attem pt at 
hoodwinking. 
He often a.units his inex­ 
actness and his inventions, fancying, no 
doubt, that h¡3 admissions wiil help people 
tc think him singular. 
If he can be con­

would ; but that his transparent humbug- 
gery is repeilant, and, after a while, tire­ 
some io the extreme.

HALF A FOOL 
Are greatly mistaken. 
He is really shrewd 
and calculating, as ia evident from the fact 
th at he gcte good prices for his inky wares, 
and lives without incurring any indebted­ 
ness. 
W hen be first came here, he was in­ 
vited, iu consequence of his talents, to a 
number of houses, where he ¡3 no longer 
welcome because of his unconventional, 
frequently offensive demeanor. 
His a t­ 
tem pt to act the barbarian in New York 
drawiDg-rooms has failed ignominiously. If 
be had been a barbarian he would have 
b-en more endurable; but nobody likes 
counterfeit barbarians, especially when they 
can be so readily detected. 
He managed 
to cajole London with his tomfoolery, 
which probably encouraged him to repeat it 
here, though in a much milder form. 
One 
might think the multitudinous rebukes re­ 
ceived by the Singer of the Sierras would 
b.ave cured him of his simulated singulari­ 
ties ; but they have not, so far as known. 
He teems to be persuaded that a man must, 
in order to be a poet, act like a simpleton, 
a boor and a blackguard.

• ban forty, be ought to have learned better. 
The public could dispense with his poetry, 
if he would mend his premeditatedly ocious 
manners. 
John McCullough, though not native to 
the Pacific coast—who is, indeed ?—may 
justly be considered a Californian, since 
San Francisco was the first city to appreci­ 
ate bis histrionic talents and assure him of 
a future. 
Although reaseu in Philadel­ 
phia, where he made a hard and long 
struggle for recognition, he toiled there in 
vain, and was forced to cross the continent 


TO AWAKEN ADMIRATION 
For his gifts. 
This has been the fortune 
of a number of players. 
They might have 
drudged until eenriity in the E ast; 
but 
going to the Far W est they reached a 
favorable atmosphere of criticism, and a 
region where merit was not hampered by cus­ 
tom and tradition. California had bestowed 
many of the grei nest laurels upon McCul­ 
lough before he was known to aDy extent 
here. 
He came but recently in his ripeness 
to the leading cities of the seaboard, which 
acquiesced in the verdict he

th at some injudicious friends have over­ 
praised him, and put him in a place where 
he dees not rightly stand, all must aeree 
that he is a conscientious artist of high 
degree and remarkable range.

Unhke many 
members of his profession, he does not lose 
bis interest and individuality as soon as 
he has passed from the

footlights. 
His nobility of character is 
not merely professional, it is actual and 
inherent. 
Ilia elevated nature informs his 
personations as in “ Othello,” “ Virginius,” 
and “ Coriolanus ;” he seems what he is ; 
he is what he seems to be in the upper 
walks of the drama. 
McCul'ough’s private 
virtues are representative of the Golden 
State—he is genuine, independent, indi­ 
vidual, chivalrous. 


NOT A r ARTICLE OF MEANNESS 
Hides in his large, expansive being ; be is 
open as the day ; he carries his hear in his 
hand. 
He is one of the few very popular 
men who deserve to be popular ; he has no 
reserves, no faults to keep back ; ho is 
willing they should be seen and judged of 
all men. W ithout affectation or hypocrisy, 
without prejudice or envy, he allows such 
defects as be owns to come to the surface, 
hoping they will be viewed as charitably as 
he views the defects of others. 
He does 
not cultivate the good opinion of others, 
either ; be is simpiy himself, and is more 
than willing, be is delighted, th at others

ABOUT PAPER 


Probably no one living can accurately tell 
the date at which paper was first produced 
in the shape and consistency it now has for 
the uses to which it is put. 
Like the in­ 
vention of the clock or watch, the graftiog 
of fruit trees, the taming of the horse, the 
working iu metals, and the use of silver 
and gold as mediums of exchange, and 
many other useful things, the early history 
of this invention is lost in the impenetra­ 
ble darkness of antiquity. 
The use of 
papyrus, of course, preceded it or was the 
earliest form of it, and that was among the 
Egyptians. 
Previous to that, parchment 
or tanned goat’s skin was the means of 
keeping records among the moat developed 
races, while the Assyrians chose the more 
enduring medium 
of 
preserving their 
thoughts in baked clay, which tablets are 
now being resurrected from the ruius of 
Babylon. 
Nor is it probable that anything ap­ 
proaching the 
present perfectibility of 
writing paper was reached during the mid­ 
dle ages. 
Strange as it appears, history 
gives us very meager reports of improve­ 
ments in arts, even the most common, for 
a thousand years after Christianity became 
the dominant religion of the Roman Em­ 
pire. 
Even the old arts of sculpture and 
painting did not flourish ; only architect­ 
ure showed soma sign», as witnessed in the 
huge but useless edifices, churches aud 
castles, whose ruins or enormous size now 
attracts the generation that has outgrown 
them. 
And most of these, the grand ca­ 
thedrals of St. Peter’s, St. Paul’s, 
Co- 
loguc, Straaburg aud Milan—the last not 
yet completed—and their compeers, were 
creations of the last century of mediaeval 
repose, and may almost be claimed as be­ 
longing to the new era. But the invention 
of printing and the printing press gave a 
speed to all modes of thought and fcrms of 
intellectual exprescion, and the want of 
paper was soon supplied by tho genius that 
could print. 
Of course it would be impossible in a 
brief notice to even name the efforts or 
give the names of the men conspicuous for 
their efforts in bringing the paper manu­ 
facture to its present perfection. 
Many 
people have in possession specimens of pa 
per made in the last century, especially 
that on which newspapers were printed, 
aud many fragments of old continental cur­ 
rency, in which the best paper attainable in 
ia thij country a as used, and even the 
tiue3t of all these specimens have a sicken- 
iug look by the side of our common print­ 
ing paper. 
In fact the manufacture of pa­ 
per now has risen to something of a tine 
art. 
Various materials are used—cotton, 
linen, bark, wood, straw and perhaps ether 
materials corue into use, according 
to 
quality 
needed. 
And 
the mrnufacture 
of 
paper in 
Europe 
and 
this coun­ 
try 
has 
become one of 
the 
leading 
interests 
iu 
the 
range 
of 
industries. 
Tne main supply of paper in Great Britain 
is 
from 
Glasgow, 
Aberdeen, 
various 
towns in 
Lancashire, K ent and Derby­ 
shire. 
Formerly 
fourteen 
paper 
mills 
existed 
in 
Dublin, 
Ireland, 
employ­ 
ing 1,400 hands, of whom many were 
females. 
Only two now remain, sLough 
the demand for pajRm has largely increased. 
Bat the circumstance that coal had to be 
transported a long distance rendered it im­ 
possible for them to compete with the pa­ 
per mills located right among the coal 
tialds, and hence their closiug up. 
There 
is ODe large paper manufactory at Bally- 
clare, in the caunty of Antrim. 
In cur own country, pretty much all the 
paper manufacturing is a development of 
this century. 
I t took root iu certain lo­ 
calities where w ater was abundant and 
water-power could be obtained cheaply for 
runniug the machinery. 
Experienco has 
shown that coal is too expensive for motive 
power uniess it is abundant close to the 
manufactory. 
But then, it often occurs 
that tho water needed is not clear aud pure 
enough. 
Hence most, if not all, the Lest 
paper mills are located on streams affording 
an abundance of clear water and good 
water-power also. 
Hence we find Norwich 
and many other towns iu Connecticut, 
Holyoke and Claremont, N. H ., not to 
speak of sundry other points iu New Eng­ 
land and the Middle Status, celebrated for 
their paper production. 
Perhaps of all 
these centers of piper industry Holyoke 
takes the lead, while for wall paper manu­ 
facturing Philadelphia and vicinity k-aiis 
the country. 
We wiii simply add here th at paper 
making is well understood ia Coin* and 
Japan, the latter people using the paper 
made from mulberry branches. 
Certain 
grasses aLo are used in some countries for 
making a fine quality, but lmen is found to 
ensw tr about as well as any material yet 
found. 
We shall close these desultory remarks 
ou this valuable topic with a word or two 
about the manufactory of bank bill and 
bend paper in Pitts lit Id. 
Of course, it is 
well known th at for these purposes the 
finest, nicest, toughest and most durable 
paper is desired. 
The mill for its manu­ 
facture is at Coltsville, a hamlet named 
after the old manufacturer, Thomas Colt. 
It was started in 1S51, soon after which 
date Coit became part proprietor, and in 
1855 sole owner. 
The mill is 100x50 feet, 
and two stories high, has three engines— 
one a double one—anil a 64-inch Fourdrinier 
machine. 
Two artesian wells, one 250 feet 
and the other 40 feet deep, furnish the 
requisite pure water needed—some 575,­ 
000 gallons daily. 
In this establishment 
tha im portant secrets of paper-making 
are 
understood 
and 
kept. 
The 
aim 
here 
is 
quality, 
not 
quantity, 
so 
there is 
no 
hurry. 
The 
best 
work­ 
men 
are 
employed ; only 
new 
linen 
fiber is used, with red or blue silk fiber 
running through when needed. 
Here are 
made ali the various qualities needed by 
the Government, moneys, securities, bonds, 
checks and draite, and for bank bills, 
though there is a difference in the latter. 
And any person found with any of this pa­ 
per iu his possession is liable to ?5 000 tine 
or fifteen years’ imprisonment, or both. 
That is to prevent counterfeiters gettiug 
hold of it. 
Tne process of paper-making 
is quite intricate aud elaborate, especially 
in these higher grades. 
Every precaution 
is used to prevent auy fraud upon this con­ 
cern, as in its proper administration lies a 
great point of Government financial suc­ 
cess.—[Household Gazette.

Then she was clad in her nan’s 
robes, with a crimson veil and a wreath of 
flowers, and after a variety of intricate 
ceremonies, she was placed on a throne­ 
like chair before the altar, and the whole 
of the monks, nnns, sisters and acolyte* 
prostrated themselves before her, and as 
tney kissed tbe hem of her garment she 
placed her hands on their heads.

the procession she was laid on the bier and 
covered with a pall, and the Abbot and the 
acolytes came forward in a magpie-like 
costume of black and white, the ‘ Father ’ 
with a high, caul-cap-like linen miter on 
his head. 
Tbqn the fnneral service was 
chantsd, a muffled bell sonnded, and the 
monks bore away bier and nan behind the

The Russian Crown Jew els—Coronation 
Ceremonies—Rigid Rules of Court 
—F lstorlc Notes.

The berbsric pomp and parade of a Rus­ 
sian coronation, as well as its celebration 
at so great a distance from the seat of 
Government, always 
necessitates 
great 
preparations, but never has so long an in­ 
terval as this been placed between the ac­ 
cession and the solemn crowning of the 
Czar. 
The very much shorter delay which 
occurred in holding the Emperor Nicholas' 
coronation was considered very remarkable 
at the time. 
The claims and the neces­ 
sary renunciation of the Grand Dnke Con­ 
stantine, the natural heir to the throne ; 
the pretended disinclination of Nicholas to 
take his brother's place, and the military 
insurrection which immediately followed 
his proclamation, all contributed to put off 
the official recognition of the new monarch. 
It was on the 24th of December, 1825, just 
three weeks after xhe death of Atexauder, 
that the affected scruples of the Grand 
Dnke were overcome, and he positively 
consented to accept the crown, but not till 
the 31 of October, 1826, when (the chief 
conspirators having been executed or ex­ 
iled) it was considered that the country 
was properly purged of its treason, that 
he put on in the Cathedral of the Assump­ 
tion at Moscow the crown of all the Rus­ 
tías. 
It used to be once thought in Russia 
that the Czar was not properly the 


“ 
l o r d ’s a n o in t e d ” 
U ntil he had actually received the sacred 
oil on bis head at tbe hand3 of the Russian 
patriarch ; and the reason assigned for net 
burying the Czar Feter III. in the Church 
of St. Peter and St. Paul in the citadel of 
St. Petersburg with the other Russian Em­ 
perors, his predecessors, was that he had 
never been crowned, and so was not enti­ 
tled to the funeral honors paid by imme­ 
morial custom to a Russian sovereign. 
VV hen Paul came to the throne he paid his 
murdered father the respect that had been 
denied him in his lifetime. 
The fnneral 
ceremoti s were gone over again, and the 
C offin 
which 
contained 
his 
remains 
crowned with much pomp and solemnity. 
The great Catherine had allowed as little 
time as possible to elapse between Peter's 
dethronement and death and her own cor­ 
onation. 
She was off* to Moscow before 
the breath was well out of her poor con­ 
sort’s body, and, by dint of a lavish dis­ 
tribution of brandy and rubles, bought 
something like a cheer as she made her en­ 
trance into the old capital. 
The next day 
she started back again with a feeling of in­ 
tense relief. 
She looked upon Moscow as 
a place to be crowned in and nothing else, 
and regretted every moment spent away 
from Peterhoff and Gatschina and the 
varnish of western life. 


EVERY CZAR, 
Too, th at has come after her has fluttered 
and feared and studiously avoided Moscow. 
“ I t is the Rome of the north,” cried Mme. 
de Staei in a sort of ecstacy ; but the Rus­ 
sian Emperors themselves have rather com­ 
pared it to a Nineveh or a Palmyra, with 
its Asiatic magnificence and its uncomfort­ 
able crown. 
Nicholas professed a great 
attachment for the old capital, as indeed 
became a Prince who set his back at all 
western reforms and innovations. 
But, 
for all tiiat, he took up his residence in the 
Kremlin just as seldom as the Czars his 
predecessors, who never disguised their 
detestation of the gloomy palaco and prison 
combi-ed. 
There was an air of independ­ 
ence about the Muscovites th at he never 
really liked at heart—a free and easy bear­ 
ing which has grown and grown out of 
liberty into license, and again ont of license 
into rebellion, until its unpleasant propor­ 
tions are quite sufficient to explain the re­ 
luctance of Alexander III. to sojourn for 
even a day in the hotbed of Nihilism. 
At 
Peter the G reat’s death Catherine L , as 
she was afterward known, 


CLAIMED THE THRONE 
In the right of her coronation at Moscow 
in her husband’s lifetime. 
The ceremony 
had been performed on May 18, 1724, iuthe 
presence of the Czar’s niece, Am-e, Duchess 
of Conrtland, and the Duke of Holstein, 
his intended son in law. 
In a manifesto 
published on tho occasion, Peter, after 
stating that it was customary with C hrist­ 
ian monarch8 to crown their consorts, and 
instancing among the orthodox Greek Em­ 
perors Basilides, Justinius, Horaolius and 
Leo, the pliiloeop® r, he reminded • the 
country of the Empress’ services in the late 
war, and especially of tne courage ami gen­ 
eralship she had displayed at tho battle of 
Piutn. 
“ For these canses, and m virtue 
of the power which God has given us, we 
hive resolved, in acknowledgment of all 
hor fatigues and good cilices, to I oaor our 
consort with the imperial crown ’ 
On the 
coronation day the Czar walked before her 
oa foot in the procession, and in the cathe­ 
dral placed the crown on her head with his 
own band. 
A short timo afterward it was 
all that Peter’s advisers could do to restrain 
him from sending the same head to the 
block on account of her amorons inirigues 
with the unfortunate young cavalier, Moens 
do ia Croix. 
One Mr. Fletcher, who was 
present in a diplomatic capacity at the 
coronation of Feodor I , wrote au interest­ 
ing account of 


THE CEREMONIES 
Used on these occasions in the sixteenth 
century. 
“ In the great Church of Our 
Lady,” says the secretary to the British 
embassy, “ within the Emperour’s ca9tle, is 
erected a stage whereon standeth a screen 
that benreth upon it the imperial cap and 
robs of very rich stuff. 
When the day of 
inauguration is c.iine there resort thither 
first the patriarch with the metropolitaues, 
archbishops, bishops, abbots and priors, 
all richly clad in their poctificalibus Then 
enter the deacons with the qaira of sing­ 
ers, who, so soon as the Emperour setteth 
foot into the church, 
begin to sing i 
•M any years may live noble Feodor Ivan- 
ovitch !’ Tnen follow certain prayers ; after 
which the patriarch commandeth certain 
abbots to reach the imperial robe and cap, 
which is done very dccantly, and with 
great soltmnitie ; then putting on the same, 
he bles8eth the Emperour with the cro3se. 
The like is done by the metropolitcs, arch­ 
bishops and bishops, w ho all in their order 
come to the chair, and one after the other 
bltsse the Emperour with their two fore­ 
fingers. 
After which a deacon pronounc- 
eth, with a high, leud voice : ‘ Many years 
to noble Feodor, good, honorable, beloved 
of God, Grand Duke cf Vladimir, of Mos- 
ko, Emperour and monarch of ali Russia, 
etc.’ 
Whereto the other priests and dea­ 
cons th at stand somewhat farre off by the 
altar or table, answer, singing, ‘ Many 
years, many years to the noble Feodor.’ 


THE SAME NOTE 
Is taken up by the priests and deacons 
that are placed at the right and left side of 
the church, and then altogether they chant 
and thnnde-r out 6inging, * Many years to 
the noble Feodor, good, honorable, be­ 
loved of G oi, Grand Dnke of Vladimir, 
Mosko, Empercur of all Russia.’ ” Russian 
etiquette of former days ordained that 
whenever a Czar was approached on occa­ 
sions of ceremony all his titles and the 
various provinces over which ho ruled 
should be enumerated in order. 
This in­ 
convenient mode of address was rigorously 
insisted upon in the address of a foreign 
Embassador presenting bis credentials,who 
was expected to remember that the Czar 
was not only “ great lord and Emperor of 
all Russia,” “ great Dnke of Vladimir and 
Moscow,” “ lord and great Dnke of Novgo­ 
rod, of tbe low country,” “ King of Kazan 
and Astra kan,” and "com mander of alt 
Siberia,” but also lord of Pteko, Smolensko, 
Iwer, and many other countries, the fame 
of which had in those days not passed be­ 
yond the limits of the Muscovite empire. 
Mr. Fletcher was very near creating a seri­ 
ous complication between the two countries 
by only saluting Czar F’eodor as “ Emperor 
of all Russia, Great Duke of Vladimir, Mos­ 
cow and Novgorod, King of Karan, King 
of A strakan.” 
“ The rest,” says our Sec­ 
retary, “ I omitted of purpose, because I 
knew they gloried to have their stylo ap­ 
pear to be of a larger volume than the 
Queen of-England." 
Upon which 


A OREAT HUBBUB ENSUED, 
The British Chancellor insisting that he 
should repeat the rest, which he had to do 
at last with an ill-grace. 
The greater part 
of these kingdoms, princedoms, and grand 
dukedoms are tarnished with crowns of 
their own, which are brought ont of the 
cupboards of the great treasury at Moscow 
on the occasion of the coronation of a new 
Osar. 
In this unrivaled collection of royal 
diadama on* may oount the crown* of 


Kazan, of Astrakan, and 
of Georgia. 
There, too, is the crown of Poland, blszing 
with jewels, mounted on a crimson enshion. 
This, tradition says, is the veritable crown 
worn by the Ladislas, the Sigiamnnds, and 
John Sobleaki; but the crown of Siberia, 
which finds a place in the imperial regalia, 
was manufactured by a jeweler of Moscow 
to commemorate the conquest of that pro­ 
vince under Ivan the Terrible. 
The oldest 
of all of them is probably the crown of 
Constantinee 
Monomachus, which 
was 
sent from Constantinople as a present to 
the "L o rd of K iew ,” in 1116. 
The acces­ 
sion cf most Czars and Czarinas has added 
a new crown to the regalia. 
A new crown 
was made for Nicholas, and the separate 
diadems of Peter the Great, Catherine I., 
and the Empress Elizabeth are historical 
curiosities that cannot fail to arrest the vis­ 
itor’s attention. 
Here, too, the imperial 
globes, thrones, and scepters are ready to 
do duty when the Czar can screw his cour­ 
age to the sticking paint.

MR. MUMFORD'S FTO.VY. 


(Mr. T. \V. Robertson, author of "O urs"an d 
“ Society,” although he has made his chief bucccss 
as a dramatist, has long bceu favorably known as a 
contributor to the light literature of the day.J 
The cams of Mephistopheles Mumford is 
too familiar to the British public to require 
introduction : not that my Christian same 
is Mephistopheles—but John. Mephisto- 
pheles is a “ sobriquet ” bestowed on me, 
after my great success in the year ’28, at 
Tutbury, in the drarna of the “ Fate of 
FauBtus; or, the Fourth of February and 
the Midnight Hour.” My Mephistopheles 
wa3 the rage in Tutbury. I played it at 
least six times during the season—an un­ 
precedented run. I afterwards acted it, 
with similar results, at Hakington, Bun- 
borough, Stickton le-Clay, Fagthorpe and 
QaeWhsm, and was complimented by Lord 
Lsndstraddlin, on the occasion of the be- 
sp:ak of the E ist Laamshire Yeomanry 
Cavalry, of which bis lordship was Colo- 
nel-Commandant, at the T. IÍ. Butterfur- 
row.According to a custom, seldom departed 
from in the dramatic profession, I married 
young ; and according to another equally 
established theatrical precedent, the lady I 
marrxed was possessed only of the treasures 
of youth, beauty, and amiability. I once 
scorned the idea of marriage for money, 
hut my views upon that subject have con­ 
siderably modified. My salary (my wife 
did not act) was small, hut as a compensa­ 
tion my family was large. Six precious 
but expensive pledges of affection were 
born to us in as many years, and I had to 
work hard to find the necessary hoots and 
hatter puddings. Rehearsal in the morn­ 
ing, study in the afternoon, the theater at 
even, and often study all the night, such is 
the lahoiioua life which the enemies of our 
profession stigmatize as lazy. 
Evil days fell upon us ; fever swept away 
my children. 
I had toiled to maintain 
them ; I had to toil to bury them. They 
died of a terrible epidemic that raged iu 
the year that the “ Brigand” was brought 
out at Drury Lane. I was studying Mas- 
earoui at the time. I’ll not endeavor to 
say how we felt it. My wife kept all their 
little shoes— she lias them by her now. 
Four months after the interment of our 
last dari ng, my wife was again confined. 
I had my little daughter christened Evadne. 
I had played Coionna the night before. 
Evadne, I need hardly say, was educated 
for the stage ; that is, she was made to act 
a3 soon as she could toddle. Often a9 Rolla 
havo I borne her on my shoulders across 
the bridge over the cataract, while the ap­ 
plause was thundered iu my ears. Often 
have I wept over her, as I gently repudi­ 
ated Mrs. H aller; and often, when I car­ 
ried her home at night beneath my cloak, 
the Jarliog would warm her little hands iu 
my breast, and by the time I reached our 
lodgings have fallen fast asleep in my arm s; 
iu short, as my friend Tom Tearluags (poor 
Tom was a tragedian at the east end of 
London, and died of delirium tremens) 
said of her, “ She was cradled in a helmet, 
nursed cn rose-pink, and weaned on prop­ 
erties.” 
I have remarked that, generally, the 
fathers of actresses arc absurdly prejudiced 
in favor of their daughters. They think 
no other girls can be so handsome, fasci­ 
nating or talented. I remember reading a 
very humorous description in a work writ­ 
ten by a g-ntleman who, iu iny poor opin­ 
ion, would have done more service to his 
country had he constructed a tragedy 
rather than a mere novel. It was one Cap­ 
tain Costigan. father of Mies Fotheriugay, 
and I laughed heartily at his ridiculous 
dotiug. 1 need not say that I atn superior 
to that sort of weakness, and thatiu assert­ 
ing that my Evadne was the loveliest girl 
ever seen, and the finest actress in certain 
parts that ever graced the stage, I am not 
influenced by partiality, but uttering a 
simple fact that would be indorsed by every 
check-taker iu front of the house. You 
should have seen the hox-plan on her ben­ 
efits ; you should have heard her recep­ 
tions ; you should have read the verses 
in the Poet Corner of the Flamlatlleton 
Free Frees and the Slocum A dvcrther; and 
you should have seen the child herself. My 
dear old friend Jack Madigag, who played 
the low-comedy in the Cwymrymwymwy. 
geiddon circuB, used to say, “ V ad” (he al­ 
ways called her Vad) “ has the sort of eyes 
that go right through a man like a gimlet, 
and come out at the back of his coat in the 
shape of brass buttons 1” W e worshiped 
her. Mistress Mephistopheles and I. We 
had lost six, we had to love her for seven ! 
When Evadne was nearly l'J years of 
age, we were actiDg in a small town in Ire­ 
land. I had played Virginias that night, 
the child, oi course, playing Virginia. We 
were walking home together, when a young 
man, an ofiieer cf the barracks (I recog­ 
nized him from having seen him in the 
boxes), came up to ns, and asked Evadne 
if he should have the pleasure of seeing 
her home. 
I saw that he had been drinking, and I 
told him positively but po'itely that I was 
my daughter’s escort. 
“ Never mind, old fellow,” said he! ‘ you 
can walk behind, yoa-know.” 
He advanced towards the child. I held 
out my disengaged am , which carried a 
short Roman sword, wrapped in a gnu case. 
The young man ran his nose on to the hilt, 
which peeped out of the case, and I dare 
say hurt himself very much ; ho swore au 
awful oath tmfl crie i : 
“ Von infernal old vagabond, I’ll wring 
your nick uff 1” 
Eva ’ne threw hers.If between us, just 
S3 the her- at - lo u dramas : aid I believe 
the drunken ruffian would have attacked 
me but for the arrival of another young of- 
lioer, in uniform. 
“ Hallo! what’s the row?” asked the 
new-comer. 
The tipsy f llow swore. I explaiaod ; 
and Evadne trembled violently. 
“ Look here, Hops,” said he in uniform : 
“ you’ve frightoned the young lady. You’d 
better go to barracks." 
The tipsy fellow was the son of an emi­ 
nent English brewer (if eminence can be 
obtained by brewing beer, which I doubt), 
and iu the regiment was called “ Hops.” 
To cut short a long story, Hops was with 
difficulty prevailed upon to leave us, and 
the stranger asked permission to accora- 
. pany us as far as our door. 
The young man, whom I found to be a 
perfect gentleman, but lamentably ignorant 
of theatricals, walked by Evadne’s side, 
and when we parted we both expressed oar 
sense of obligation. 
“ Don’t mention it,” was the reply. 
“ W ith yoar permission, I will call to-mor­ 
row, and bring the man who Rft us to 
apologize.” 
“ Oh 1 don’t bring him again,” said the 
•hild. “I couldn't bear the sight of him I” 
“ Then I must hope to bring his written 
apology.” 
“ A t all times, sir, I shall be most happy 
to see YOU !” 
We wen! in, told our adventure to Mis­ 
tress Mephistopheles, and were so excited 
by the event that we could eat no supper. 
The next Csy L’eutenant LyRart, for that 
was the name of our escort, brought au 
apologetic noto from “ Hops," ar.d stayed 
wi.-b us to tea. 
After that be called upon 
us every day, and watched Evadne from 
his box every night, to such an extent that 
Miss Packer, who had a pretty wit, and. 


played the chambermaids, began to tease 
Evadne, and to call Lieutenant Lysart 
Romeo. 
My wife and I soon saw that they loved 
each other. The child lost her appetite 
and her spirits, but as a sort of compensa­ 
tion acted with frantic enthusiasm. The 
exercise of her art was a safety-valve for 
overcharged and excited sentiment. 
I 
spoke to her npon the subject; so did her 
mother, bat she only answered us with 
tears, and we could not hear to see her 
weep. 
For the young man, his conduct was re­ 
spectful and becoming. I showed him by 
my manner that I thought his visits too 
frequent, hut he called a3 usual. I discov­ 
ered that, though an culj' son, he was poor, 
for the estate had borne the burthen of a 
long lawsuit, arising out cf a disputed in­ 
heritance. 
It was the last week of the season. Af­ 
ter I had played in the first piece—the 
“ Warlock of the Glen 
I webt home to 
supper. Mistress Mephistopheles had pre­ 
pared some tripe. I ate heartily, and, after 
a pipe, returned to the theater to fetch 
Evadne, who acted in the interlude. She 
was not in her dretsing-room. 1 knocked 
at the door, and was told by Mtss Ranker 
that she had dressed herself hurriedly and 
gone. I thought it odd that she should 
not have waited for me, ani walked home 
again hastily, hoping to catch her. Her 
mother told me she had not seen her. I 
ran back to the theater; the curtain had 
not fallen on the last piece. Evadne was 
nowhere to be found. By this time I grew 
seriously alarmed. I flew home, and found 
my wife in strong hysterics. W ith the 
assistance of the landlady, I restored her. 
She could not speak, but she held iu her 
hand a crumpled letter. It rau : 
Deakkst, dearest. Father and Mother : I write 
this in great anguish, for I know that you will think 
me unatfectiouate and «¡¡dutiful. Oh ’ do not— do 
not think ill of me till you know all.

I learned afterwards that the note had 
been brought by a boy—a soldier’s son— 
from the barracks. 
I will pass over our terrible trouble. 
The abandonment of fond parents by a 
young girl has been described too often for 
me to dwell upon it here. 
Suffice it, the 
child had quitted the town with Eysart. 
I made inquiries, hut in vain. At the 
first inn on the road, I could hear nothing 
of them. 
Fortunately the two following nights I 
was out of the hills, hut on the last night 
of the season I played Rolamo in the in­ 
teresting and pathetic drama of “ Clari; 
or Home, sweet Home.” It is not a piece 
played much nowadays. Is would not suit 
the modern, natural, impertinently familiar 
style of acting—among the “ how-do-you- 
to-day ”— “ half-a-pound-of-baccn-aud-cut- 
itf a t” school, as I call it—the school 
which teaches Richard, when, on the eve 
of the battle that is to decide his fate, 
crcwn and kingdom, he asks Catesby, ‘1 Is 
iuk and paper ready ?” to do so in the tone 
that he would order a tavero-waiter to 
bried a fried Bole and a chop to follow. 
A large house was attracted by my ap­ 
pearance in “ Clari,” for the piece treats of 
a father whose daughter had deserted him 
for the arms of a betrayer—in fact, the 
situation was exactly mine. It was a pain­ 
ful trial for me, hut 1 owed a duty to the 
public, and I resolved t > go through with it. 
* The audience held their breath as the 
slow music played, and I appeared upou 
the bridge with my gun upon*my shoulder. 
They received all that I said with the 
| greatest attention, but no applause. Every 
1 eye wa3 watching me to see how much of 
the emotion I expressed was real or false, 
human or dramafc. 
I felt my heart sink when Miss Ranker 
played C.ari (the child had been cast for 
the part), came on veiled, and told rae a 
story so nearly resembling my own. When 
she asked my counsel as to the course she 
should persue towards her father, I recited, 
amid a solemn silence— 
“ Shall I paint ki3 (her father’s) agoniz­ 
ing suffering to you ? I can do so, for I 
have felt it—I feci it now. I once had a 
daughter ; oh ! how I doted on her, words 
caunot speak—thoughts cannot measure ; 
yet she sacrificed me to a villain. Her in­ 
gratitude has bleached this head, her 
wickedness ha3 broken this heart, and now 
my detestation is upon her. Oh 1 do not 
you resemble her 1 Remain not a moment 
longer from your father. Fly to him ere 
his heart give way as mine does now—ere 
he curses you as I now curse 
” 
I could say no mere ; my feelings flood­ 
ed my throat, and I fell on the stage sense­ 
less. 
I was laid on my bed with fever for three 
weeks ; when I recovered, my wife—who.-.e 
devotion during my illness deserved a piece 
of plate—caught it from me, aud I had to 
nurse her. We pulled through it, though, 
and left the town, both very old and broken. 
Four years passed away. Each summer 
we received a letter containing five Bank 
of England notes, each for £10. The en­ 
velope bore a London postmark, but, though 
the address wa3 written in au unfamiliar 
hand, wo knew from whom they camo. I 
need not say they were left untouched. 
Our life was a sad one. After my illness 
my voice lest much of its strength and mel­ 
lowness, and even the moat indulgent of 
British publics like plenty of lungs. I 
could only get engagements in small thea­ 
ters, where the salary was inconsiderable, 
even when paid. 
I was acting at Crumblecrag. it was a 
bitter winter, the snow was on the ground, 
and the business had been wretched. I was 
playing Rolla to a small but highly intelli­ 
gent audience, aud as the curtain fell aud I 
lay upon my bier, I was informed that a 
gentleman wished to speak to me. I got off 
my bier, dressed myself and went out. A 
tall man in a light coat was standing under 
a gas-lamp, I stepped forward and said : 
“ Rray, sir, are yon the

Mumford 1” 
I nearly fell. It was Lysart ! 
“ Allow me to assist you.” 
“ llow dare you to touch me?” I cried, 
feeling, partly from indignation, partly from 
dramatic habit—heaven help mo ! for the 
hilt of my sword. 
“ I want to speak to you,” said Lysart. 
“ We cannot talk in the open air ; oblige 
me by coming to the hotel for a few m in ­ 
utes—only for a few minutes.” 
He seemed not only easy aud uncon­ 
cerned, but in high spirits and good humor. 
I followed him mectianically. We were 
shown into a room, and he shut the door, 
j 
“ Now, my dear Mr. Mumford,” he be­ 
gan.“ Ilavs you brought me here to insult 
me, Mr. Lysart 
“ I'ardon me, I am now Sir Percy Ly­ 
sart 1” 
“ You are a villain, sir!” I exclaimed. 
'* Where s my child ? my daughter? where 
is Sue ? Give ter to me 1” 
“ Evadne Mumford,” he replied, “ exists 
no longer !”• 
“ Dead 1” 
He made no answer, but went to the 
doer, opened it, and admitting a woman 
elegantly dressed, sr.id— 
“ Allow me to present you to Lady Ly- 
sa rt1” 
Great heaven 1 It was Evadne ! 
I knew it was Evadne, for the next mo­ 
ment I h»d her in my arms and on my 
knees. Oh ! how we kissed each other, 
and how we cried and sobbed, and how 
bappy we were ! (Sir Percy walked away 
and pulled out his pocket-handkerchief ) 
It was herself, Evadne ; oh 1 my darling 
and my joy ! My Vad ! Vad 11 Vad 111 
And it was all real and true, and not a 
dream, and I shouldn’t wake up to watch 
the squares of the window-panes upon the 
bliud. 
“ But mamma,” said Evadne— I beg 
her pardon, Lady Lysart. 
“ Never mind mamma, my p e t; she’s in 
bed a d asleep. Tell me all about it.” 
“ Well, then, dear daddy—how thin you 
are, and you’ve got a wig on—we were 
married in London two days after I left 
you, but I knew you would not keep tne 
secret.”

P in e a p p l e F ib e r .— The pineapple is 
justly esteemed in Europe for its deliciont 
aromatic flavor, ami when grown in this 
part of the world requires to be kept in 
hot houses. In the more sunny regions of 
the East and W est Indies, South America, 
Mexico and the Philippine Islands, the 
pineapple grows in wild luxuriance. Yet, 
however widespread its fame as a table 
fruit, it is doubtful whether many people 
know of the plant iu connection v. ith tho 
textile fiber it produces. Actoidiog tv one 
practical authority, theleiv ? of both the 
wild and the cclrb ated kinds yield fibers 
which, when spun. su!pis9 in strength fine­ 
ness and luster thus-, obtained fr 
flax. 
It is fuit'cer a Ided ti a \ iu its manufact­ 
ured state, tuis product has been long 
known ss au arricie of commetee in the 
countries referred to. One of the leading 
trade papers of ihe German textile in lus'ty 
has given attention to ihe investigation ef 
the ptoperties of this fiber. From India 
and from Central America two specimens 
of tissues woven from it had been reereived. 
The former was a piece of etriped muslin, 
and the latter a sample of dress material 
in which the yarn bad been bleached, thus 
showing that the fiber is capable of under­ 
going that process sueoes-fuiiy. As to tho 
use to which the fiber can bo put, it is as­ 
serted that it can be employed as a substi­ 
tute. for silk, and as a ma’erial for mixing 
with wool and cotton. It ia likewise stated 
that for tewing thread, twiat, triaimtngi, 
lasts, curtains and the like, its parti u r.r 
qualities render it specially applicable.—

California has for many y e a r s been cursed 
w ith a class of knavish demagogues. These 
knavish demagogues have been distributed 
betw een journalism and politics. 
T heir 
m otives for action have been, in th e case 
of the newspapers, sordid greed ; in the 
case of th e politicians, sordid greed. 
To 
recommend them selves to th e ignorant and 
unthinking, and to acquire th e reputation 
of public spirit, these rascals have pursued 
a destructive 
policy, striking a t every­ 
thing th at helped to build up th e State, 
denouncing and vilifying every im portant 
industry and enterprise, and giving Cali­ 
fornia so bad a name all over the world 
th at im m igration has been prevented, set­ 
tlem ent retarded, capital frightened away, 
and th e public welfare m ost Beriously and 
generally 
injured. 
K earneyism , 
which 
has cost the S tate from first to last n ot less 
th an $00,000,000, was th e direct creation 
of these mischievous agencies. 
They care­ 
fully fostered it, nursed it into im portance, 
fanned th e flame of discontent. 
San F ran­ 
cisco journals deliberately and w ith malice 
prepense hounded on a half-crazy mob to 
riot, arson and m urder. 
T hey kept th a t 
city for nearly tw o years in a state of n er­ 
vous apprehension. 
They drove its trade 
away, th ey depreciated its real estate, they 
struck it a blow from which it has never 
recovered. 
A nd now the same men and 
journals are im pudently endeavoring to 
cover up their tracks by accusing th e rail­ 
road of being the cause of theee m isfor­ 
tunes ; th e railroad, w hich has brought 
hundreds of m illions of new values to the 
State, w hich has advanced it fifty years in 
grow th, w hich has extended its m arkets, 
developed its resources in every direction, 
and induced the investm ent of scores of 
millions of capital. 
The knavish demagogues who produced 
Kearneyism , who produced th e calamitous, 
comm unistic new C onstitution, who have 
been the curse of California for th e past 
fifteen years, are now engaged in the so- 
called anti-m onopoly m ovem ent. 
T rue to 
their sinister instincts, they have under­ 
taken to create enm ity betw een th e peo- 
p'e of the S tate and the interest which is 
m ost intim ately bound up w ith them . 
N ot content w ith having proclaim ed Cali­ 
fornia for years as a good place to keep out 
of, not content with having given it a com­ 
m unistic notoriety which will retard its 
grow th ten or tw enty years, not content 
w ith dissem inating mischievous lies about 
th e complete monopoly of all the land, 
n o t content w ith libelling and besm irch­ 
ing every enterprise undertaken w ith a 
view 
to increase 
the 
population 
and 
w ealth cf the country, these public ene­ 
mies have now flung them selves into a 
desperate effort to create and consolidate a 
chronic state of ill-feeling betw een the rail­ 
roads and the people. 
In doing this they 
have ir jured the State in a double way. 
In th e first place th ey have given it a bad 
name abroad. 
In the second place they 
have caused the people to squander their 
tim e and money in th e enactm ent of m a­ 
lignant and discrim inative m easures which 
cannot stand. 
All th at w ill survive from 
this unwholesome agitation will be bad 
feeling and th e consciousness of wasted 
malice. 
These knavish demagogues are a t the 
present m om ent clam oring to have enemies 
of th e railroad elected as R ailroad Com­ 
missioners. 
Y et they are fully aware th a t 
they are firing blank cartridges, inasmuch 
as the Railroad Ccmmission has already 
been declared an unconstitutional tribunal, 
by im plication, in the recent decision of 
the U nited States C ircuit C ourt. 
Indeed 
Jo h n T. Doyle, who has ju st accepted the

The R e c o r d U n io n pointed out the 
fatal defects of the Commission before the 
C onstitution was adopted. B ut th e knaves 
and th e fools together undertook to enact 
it, and now the tw o classes ean comfort 
one another when it is pronounced invalid 
by the U nited States Suprem e Court. 
In 
th e face of these facts, however, the public 
enemies keep up th eir clamor. 
W hether 
their malice can be m ade effective or not 
seems to trouble them very little, so long 
as they can stir up ill feeling, and set the 
people against their best friends. 
If they 
can succeed in driving capital out of the 
S tate they are more than satisfied, and the 
more harm they do the more mischievous 
become th eir inclinations.

vocated confiscation under the thin dis­ 
guise of taxation ; they have procured the 
incorporation to th e C onstitution of provi­ 
sions which would disgTace a com m unity of 
brigands ; they have im pudently defended 
th e m ost sham eless and barefaced discrim ­ 
ination in taxation ; they have taught th a t 
it is right to rob corporations and to m al­ 
trea t them ; they have indorsed the adop­ 
tion of Communism into the organic iaw ; 
they have 
created th e 
impression all 
over 
tho world 
th a t 
California 
is in 
the 
hands 
of 
a 
conscienceless 
mob 
which punishes enterprise by the confisca­ 
tion of surplus property», and which m arks 
down 
for 
destruction 
every 
under­ 
taking w hich becomes im portant. 
The 
work of these knavish demagogues has 
been wholly evil, in fact. 
They have in­ 
jured th e S tate from the beginning. 
I t is 
to their sinister policy th a t th e dearth 
of imm igration is attributable, and to n o th ­ 
ing else. 
They arc the ill birds th a t foul 
their own nest. 
California cannot lay the 
blame of her backw ardness upon outsiders. 
She owes it all to her own citizens. 
She 
owes it to campaigns like th e present, in 
w hich tw o sets of m endacious impostors 
are traveling over the State, m aintaining 
false issues, aud grossly' traducing the most 
im portant and beneficent interest in the 
State, for no higher or w orthier purpose 
th an the obtaining of office for th eir ccn- 
tem ptible selves.

at work. 
Such jm rn als as the Chronicle, 
for example, are veritable plague spots in 
the body politic.

AND 
EGYi'T. 


I t becomes more evident from day to day 
th a t England can do as she pleases w ith 
Egypt, and th a t no European power has 
th e least intention of interfering w ith her. 
France understands th a t she is altogether 
out of th e game. 
She has no claim to be 
reinstated in th e original relations, and 
England, we m ay be sure, would never 
resum e arrangem ents w hich were found to 
be extrem ely inconvenient and em barrass­ 
ing while they lasted. 
France showed a 
little petulance when she realized th at 
England had conquered th e monopoly of 
the E gyptian question, b u t th e Govern­ 
m ent has never had any disposition to pro­ 
test against this. 
G erm any is well known 
to be in full accord w ith England. 
W hat­ 
ever G ladstone proposes w ill be indorsed 
by Bism arck. 
A ustria will of course fol­ 
low Germ any. 
R ussia is as m uch out of 
the calculation as France. 
She is in no 
condition to undertake new enterprises of 
any kind. 
A t present th e Czar has enough 
to do to preserve his life. 
So long as 
N ihilism continues to th reaten th e G overn­ 
m ent of th a t country it will be practically 
w ithdraw n from the European Concert. 
Italy has been m anifesting some uneasiness 
and some irritation, ever since France sent 
out th e Tunis expedition. 
The tru th is 
th a t Italy is becoming 
am bitious, and 
therefore inclined 
to 
be 
quarrelsom e. 
She 
w ants to test her new ly-acquired 
unity 
in 
a 
practical 
way, 
and 
she 
can 
think 
of 
nothing 
b etter 
than 
a 
w ar 
w ith 
some 
of 
her 
neighbors. 
Fortunately for her 
she has statesm en 
wise enough to understand th a t she is not 
strong enough for such dangerous under­ 
takings, and th at the next fifty years will 
have to be devoted to peaceful industry if 
Ita ly ia to tak e position again as a first- 
clas3 power. 
B ut there is nothing to in ter­ 
fere with M r. G ladstone’s deliberate and 
untram m eled adjustm ent of the E gyptian 
question, and w hatever he does, therefore, 
he alone m ust bear th e responsibility of. 
Bism arck said th e other day th a t he un­ 
derstood Eogland intended to purchase 
enough Suez Canal stock to give her the 
control of th e company. 
T his will be an 
easy m atter, as she already; holds 177,000 
shares, and would therefore only need about 
25,000 more to give her a m ajority. 
By 
such a step th e [Government could obviate 
all difficulties iu connection w ith 
the 
guarantees of the company, and could or. 
range fcr th e protection or neutralization 
of 
th e 
canal 
as 
m ight 
seem 
be3t. 
The presum ption is th a t England will 
insist on erecting fortifications a t both 
ends of th e canal, and holding them her­ 
self w ith strong_fgirrieons. 
The n eutrali­ 
zation of the canal in the event of a war 
involving her Indian em pire could never 
be subm itted to by her. 
In any such case 
she would have to seize th e canal by force, 
and therefore it is m uch b etter for her to 
anticipate such a contingency by securing 
perm anent control of it. 


H E 
HAS 
AN 
OFFICIAL 
RECORD. 


The San Francisco Chronhle says : “ If 
“ John T. Dayle had been a m em ber of the 
“ present Board of R ailroad Commissioners 
“ he would have succeeded in doing the 
“ people some service, even if he had men 
“ like B serstecher and Cone opposed to 
" h im .” 
U nfortunately for assertions of 
th a t sort, M r. Doyle has a record as R ail­ 
road Commissioner which gives th e lie to 
any hypothesis of the kind. 
H e was a 
m em ber of the Board of R ailroad Commis­ 
sioners (to which, by the way, he was ap­ 
pointed by Governor Irw in, whom the 
Chronicle calls a R ailroad Governor), and 
he had General Stonem an for a colleague.

HORROR. 


Iu the ship Challenger, ju st airive.1 at 
Seattle from Philadelphia, has been found 
a rival of the Sunrise. 
The Captain and 
first m ate arc in jail on chargea of beating, 
w ounding and cruelly 
m altreating 
the 
third m ate. 
I t appears th a t th e ship wa3 
one of those floating hells into w hich the 
few rem aining A m erican 
ocean vessels 
have degenerated. 
The crew w ere G er­ 
mans and Scandinavians, and the Captain 
and first m ate wero abusing them all the 
tim e. 
The th ird m ate wa3 opposed to 
these outrages, and because he protested 
against them his ruffianly superior officers 
disrated him, im prisoned him in a confined 
i space in irons, starved a* d beat him until 
■ in his despair he tried to kill himself, com­ 
! pelled the crew to kick and strike him a t 
short intervals, and wound np by trying to 
have him arrested on a charge of insanity 
on the arrival of the vessel. 
M ountfort is 
the name of this scoundrel C aptain, and 
Coaway th at of his scoundrel m ate. 
I t is 


alleged that every man on board the Chal­ 
lenger has been abased more or less by 
these brutes, and in short they have re­ 
peated the atrocities which have so often 
been exposed in th e case of vessels enter­ 
ing San Francisco. 
W e earnestly hope 
th a t M ountfort and Conway will both be 
convicted and given long term s in the 
penitentiary. 
I t is a pity th a t they cannot 
also be flogged, for we are convinced th a t 
w ith such 
cow ardly ty ran ts th e m ost 
effective punishm ent is th a t which inflicts 
severe bodily suffering. 
B ut these cases, 
w hich appear to become more frequent 
every year, show th a t th e A m erican m er­ 
chant m arine is deteriorating in all ways, 
and th a t in a short tim e it will 
be 
found impossible to induce a real sea­ 
man 
to 
sign 
articles 
for 
voyages 
in 
such vessels. 
The roasters 
and m ates 
em ployed—and apparently by preference— 
are the scum of the earth ; blackguards 
and ruffians who have learned to tak e a 
positive 
pleasure 
in 
th e 
infliction 
of 
cruelty, and who use th e men under them 
worse than any bru tal Blave-owner of the 
Lsgree type ever used slaves in the w orst 
days of slavery. 
I t is really a wonder 
th a t 
there 
are 
so few 
m utinies 
and 
assassinations of m asters and m ates at 
sea, considering the intolerable aggravations 
of the men, and their endurance under 
such treatm en t proves th a t th ey are far 
superior to th eir officers. 
The responsibil­ 
ity of 
ship-ow ners in th is connection, 
moreover, is greater th an m ight be sup­ 
posed. 
As a rule th ey know thoroughly 
well w hat m anner of men their captains 
and m ates are, and too frequently they 
employ the ruffians whose atrocities we so 
often h ta r of, w ith a deliberate view to 
the expediting of the voyage and the 
practicing of economy, by these means. 
Cases have been know n in which owners 
have actually instructed captains to so use 
th eir crews th a t th ey would desert a t the 
port of discharge. 
I t is tru e th a t when 
crews like th is of the C hallenger are 
brought into th e C ourts, the owners are 
m ade to suffer financially ; bu t it would be 
well if they were held to a m ere strict ac­

crews th a t sail their ships. 


NEXT 
TO 
A 
M IRACLE. 


I t is stated th a t a New Y ork policeman 
has actually been convicted and sent to the 
P enitentiary for clubbing a citizen w ithout 
cause. 
T his is really a startling piece of 
intelligence. 
F or years the police of New 
Y ork have been accustom ed to treat the 
people cf th at thief-ridden city as though 
it had been a conquered town. 
They have 
clubbed anyone who protested against their 
ruffianly practices, and have m ade no ex­ 
ception on account of age or sex. 
They 
have several tim es attacked and cruelly 
beaten peaceable citizens who were com m it­ 
ting no other offense th an sitting on their 
own stoops. 
T hey have caused th e deaths 
of scores of innocent people through their 
ferocious behavior, and have broken arms 
and legs innum erable. 
Through all their 
habitual atrocities th ey have been upheld 
by their superiors, because of th eir polit­ 
ical influence. 
The people, whose servants 
they are in theory, have been in m ortal 
fear of them . 
If you asked a police­ 
man 
a 
civil 
question, 
as 
to 
local­ 
ity for instance, you never 
could 
be 
sure th at he w onld not club you into in ­ 
sensibility and then drag you off to the 
station, for your tem erity. 
A worse and 
m ore lawless set of ruffians never infested 
a city under pretense of protecting it. 
I t 
is well known th a t th ey are in the pay of 
gam blers and bad characters, and until 
very recently it has been impossible to 
procure th e conviction of a single one of 
these people, because the police protected 
them . 
The news therefore th a t one of the 
New York Janizaries has really been sent 
to the P enitentiary for clubbing a cit'zen 
is rem arkable. 
Indeed th e only rational 
explanation of it is th a t th e patrolm an 
m ust have m ade th e m istake of clubbing 
an A lderm an or a w ard club president. 
In 
such a case of course he would have to 
suffer, b ut if it had been a m ere m erchant 
or a professional m an whose skull he had 
fractured, th e attem p t a t rsdre33 w ould 
probably have proved vain. 


THE 
SHAM EFUL TAX UPON LEARNING. 


No more barbarous im post ha9 ever been 
m aintained th an th e tw enty-live per cent, 
tariff upon foreign books which the U nited 
States are discredited by. 
I t has been 
said th a t this tariff is a tax upon learning, 
and the statem ent is very literally true. 
For of tho foreign w orks annually pub­ 
lished, probably' not five per cent, are ever 
reprinted in th is country. 
Of the works 
on scientific subjects the percentage is even 
sm aller than this. 
The consequence is th a t 
the tariff of tw enty-five per cent, is a 
perfectly useless, w anton and outrageous 
tax upon scholars alone. 
W hoever ha3 de­ 
voted himself to study in any branch of 
science, knows th a t unless he has access 
to some w ell-supplied public library he 
m ust im port nine out of every ten books 
needed by him. 
A m erican publishers as a 
rule avoid w hat they call “ heavy” foreign 
works. 
They know th a t th e m arket for 
them is lim ited, aud th e expense of repro­ 
duction is often so great th a t though they 
begin by stealing the book, they cannot 
make m uch profit out of it. The literature 
which issues from Am erican presses does 
not embrace th e m ost im portant European 
works, 
as 
a 
rule, 
and 
no 
man 
in 
A m erica can m aintain a private library 
w ithout im porting largely and constantly 
m erely to keep abreast of th e age. 
The 
special abuse of th e tariff on im ported 
books consists in th e fact th a t it doe3 not 
even “ p ro te c t” Am erican labor in the 
m ost superficial way. 
I t is a sheer obsta­ 
cle to scholarship in the U nited States. 
I t 
is, as has been sa il, a tax upon learning. 
A nd since th is tariff enables th e book- 
im porting firms to charge som ething more 
on their own account, the purchaser fre­ 
quently finds th a t through th e im becility 
of his G overnm ent he ¡3 compelled to pay 
full forty per cent, above tho European re­ 
tail price of th e books he im ports. 
In fact 
th e tax is extrem ely onerous, and acts as a 
direct and continual discouragem ent to 
learning. 
The peor scholar who is far 
from public libraries is prevented from ob- 
ta'uing th e helps he requires. 
Oa the 
other side there is no com pensating advan­ 
tage. 
I t is a stupid and m ischievous and 
uncivilized tax, and if Congress had the 
least sym pathy w ith or comprehension of 
literature and learning, it would have re­ 
moved the sham eful im post l»ng ago. 
The 
policy w hich m aintains it ¡3 T nrkish in 
its ignorance and stolidity, however, and it 
is therefore probable th a t whoever desires 
to improve his m ind will still have to pay 
extravagantly for his bosks. 


T H E 
PANAMA 
CANAL. 


W e publish to-day a letter from an ex­ 
perienced civil engineer, who is fully ac­ 
quainted w ith tho topography 
of 
the 
Isthm us of I ’anama, 
upon 
th e 
canal 
project of M . 
de Lesseps. 
O ar 
cor­ 
respondent expresses th e em phatic opin­ 
ion th a t it is im practicable to construct a 
canal acroas tho Isthm us. 
T he Chagres 
river ho declares ias we have alw ays m ain­ 


tained) to be an insurm ountable obstacle, 
while the new idea of carrying th e canal 
above the Chagres in a stone aqueduct 
he considers out of th e question, because 
of the frequency of earthquakes in th a t 
region. 
This last consideration is certainly 
a very im portant one. 
As he points out, 
there 
have 
been 
earthquakes 
on the 
Isthm us 
w ithin 
th e past tw o m onths, 
w hich have rendered the Panam a R ail­ 
way impassable for one th ird of its length, 
have throw n 
down th e massive stone 
warehouses at Colon, and have inflicted 
injury upon every substantial edifice on th e 
Isthm us. 
I t is perfectly apparent th a t 
such an earthquake w ould have cracked 
the most solid stone aqueduct th at could 
be constructed, and y e t it is notorious 
th a t 
the 
Isthm us 
of 
Panam a 
is 
never 
safs 
from 
these 
shocks, 
and th a t they are often much more severe 
th an the recent ones. 
This new objection 
is quite fatal to the aqueduct plan, b u t the 
aqueduct plan was really the last desper­ 
ate recourse of a baffled engineer. 
The 
conformation cf the Isthm us, and th e regi­ 
men of the Chagres river, have proved 
too much for M. de Lesseps, who started 
on this enterprise w ithout any accurate per­ 
sonal knowledge of the country. 
H e may 
now endeavor to use the scheme as a stock­ 
jobbing instrum ent, b a t we quite agree 
w ith our correspondent th at he will never 
succeed in constructing his canal, and th at 
the millions sunk in the enterprise will be 
lost to the stockholders at least. 
I t is not 
so certain th a t M. de Lesseps and his 
friends will lose m oney by th e collapse of 
the undertaking. 


W ALTER 
SC 3TT 
AND 
BISHOP 
LYNCH. 


Bishop Lynch, of Canada, has caused a 
sensation by denouncing Scott’s "M a r- 
mion ” as an im proper poem, and inducing 
the very com plaisant authorities of M ont­ 
real to w ithdraw it from th e school-course, 
where it had previously been used. 
The 
objection raised by Bishop Lynch to the 
poein rests on the reference in it to a fallen 
nun, who is described as being walled up 
alive in the convent as a punishm ent for 
her apostacy. 
Bishop Lynch says th a t this 
description is offensive to C atholic', and 
therefore th e poem is an im proper une. 
It 
is evident th a t if Bishop Lynch’s doctrine 
was applied to literature generally, Catho­ 
lics would very soon be restricted to a 
pauper diet. 
F or there is not a history, 
either of America, France, England, Spain, 
Italy or Germ any, w hich does not swarm 
w ith relations of fact a thousandfold more 
offensive to Catholics th an Sir W alter’s 
im aginative 
description 
of 
Marm ion’s 
unfortunate leman. 
In fact it would be 
nec:esary, 
in order to secure absolute 
protection against the kind of offense which 
the tru th too often i-, to coniine Catholic 
readers to purely C atholic accounts of 
everyth m j ; and there would then be no 
danger of t! sir being l.u rt by too much 
tru th . 
.'.nTt such a c 'u 'e e no doubt would 
commend ¡¡self to B .diop Lynch, though 
why he is p e rm it!'d to exercise dictation 
of this preposterous kind in any part of 
the Dominion of Car da Í3 a question 
which the M arquis of L im e perhaps may 
be able to answer. 
I t is very' certain th at 
a t the Rope’s headquarters no Euch intel­ 
lectual interference and tyranny would 
now be tolerated for a m oment, and it is 
uot a little rem arkable th a t it should be 
allowed in an English colony, even though 
Lower Canada m ay have been under the 
dominion of the C hurch of Rome ever since 
it was founded as New France.

R ecent dispatches are to th e effect th at 
the Chileans refuse to modify their tern s 
in regard to Pern, and th a t th e Peruvians 
declare th ey will fight again rather than 
subm it to their term s. 
I t is difficult to 
understand w hat this means. 
The Peru­ 
vians have not possessed any 
govern­ 
m ent since th e occupation of th eir country 
by the Chilean armies. 
A narchy has ever 
since prevailed in the interior, and stagna­ 
tion in the centers of population. 
H alf a 
dozen guerilla chiefs have been struggling 
foi the D ictatorship, b u t no indication? 
have been given of the existence of any 
national sentim ent save th a t of despair. 
In fa c tP e rn appears to have alm ost literally 
fallen to pieces as th e result of the wa-, 
and it is a very serious question w hether it 
can be reconstructed. As to talk of fighting 
again, it is nonsense. 
Peru has neither a 
governm ent, nor an arm y, nor a treasury. 
The whole adm inistrative m achinery has 
broken 
dow n 
utterly , 
and 
w hat 
is 
still 
worse, 
it 
seems 
as 
though 
the m ajority 
of th e people had aban­ 
doned industry a id buaiues0, and reverted 
to savagery. 
U nder the circum stances it 
ia probable th a t th e Chileans w ill have to 
undertake the governm ent of the country, 
or support a native D ictatorship. 
W hat is 
needed ¡3 th e rule of a strong man who will 
p ut dow n lawlessness and violence even 
w ith harshness, and who will encourage, 
and if need be coercs, tho people into re­ 
suming th eir ordinary occupations. 
U n ­ 
less this is done it seems evident th at 
Peru will d r.ft into barbarism very rapidly, 
and in th a t event Chile w ill not only bo 
compelled to forego all her war indem nity, 
b u t to keep up a constant guerilla warfare 
w ith a savage aDd im placable enemy. 
A 
D ictatorship is therefore the ooly remedy 
which seems to afford hope of a cure. 


TH E 
COLORED 
VOTE 
IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


A Convention of colored citizens has 
ju st been held iu San .Francisco, in accord­ 
ance w ith the term s of a widely'-circulated 
address calling upon this class of th e politi­ 
cal com m unity to m eet and confer upon 
the best m ethods of securing political 
recognition. 
The colored voters, it seems, 
have a grievance. They B3y th a t th ey have 
faithfully adhered to the Republican party 
for m any years, b u t th at they have never 
received any recognition a t the hands of 
the S tate Conventions. They w ant to know 
now how they can convince the Republican 
party of th e propriety of giving t fiera a 
shars of the offices, and it was for this p ar­ 
pase the Convention was called. 
I t a p ­ 
pears from the action of some of th e col­ 
ored voters of Sacram ento th a t th e mo­ 
tives of th e San Francisco body are n et 
regarded as above suspicion ; in fact, our 
local colored men have denounced them 
as being desirous of selling ont to some­ 
body. 
Y et it ia apparent th at th e colored 
voters m ight not unnaturally tase such ac­ 
tion w ithout laying them selves open to 
suspicion. 
They would only be doing 
w hat 
th3 
tem perance 
people 
have 
already done, and w hat th e A nti-D ebris 
men and the Farm ers’ Convention pro. 
posed to do. In fact this is a year in which 
all who th in k them selves unfairly dealt 
w ith resent it by bolting, and therefore if 
the colored voters followed the general 
practice there would not be anything sar- 
prising in it. 
They claim betw een 8,000 
and 10,000 votes. 
I t is evident th a t if 


they acted together they w ould hold the 
balance of power. 
I t is equally evident 
th a t w ith so large a vote they have a right 
to dem and practical recognition. 
I t is 
true they have nothing to expect from the 
Democrats. 
B ut neither have th e P ro­ 
hibitionists. 
W h at is clear is th a t they 
are disaffected to some extent, b u t it re­ 
mains to be seen w hether th eir dissatisfac­ 
tion will show it3elf in any considerable 
change of votes next m onth. 


BEECHER 
AND 
TH E 
CONGREC-AIIONAL- 
IST3. 


I t is difficult to see w hy H enry W ard 
Beecher should have thought it necessary 
to separate himself from th e Congrega­ 
tional Union, 
for 
notw ithstanding the 
heterodoxy of some of his views it is evi­ 
dent th a t he possesses a fund of credulity 
sufficient for all th e dem ands likely to be 
made upon it, and it is therefore hard to 
understand w hy he should have made his 
peculiarities a m atter of conscience. 
His 
explanation really does not explain his a t­ 
titude so much as his character. 
He shows 
himself to be a man whose emotions domi­ 
nate his intellect. 
H e does not reason 
about his religious beliefs, b u t he feels. 
One consequence of this is th a t there is no 
consistency in his conceptions.

nevertheless he adheres to strongly. 
H is 
acceptance and his rejection are alike 
illogical aud inconsistent, bu t th a t does not 
trouble him.

creed as elastic and changeable as he 
pleases w ithout finding it necessary to call 
him self to account. 
I t is no doubt an 
easy and agreeable way of treatin g such 
questions, b u t he who teaches religion 
from Mr. B secher’s standpoint will be very 
apt to surround himself w ith an heretical 
congregation.

SK IRM ISH IN G 
FUND. 


I t is now announced th a t evidence has 
been obtained proving th a t the so-called 
Skirm ishing Fund has been stolen and 
squandered by tho impostors who raised it. 
W e are inclined to agree w ith the Chicago 
Tribune in thinking th a t after all this is 
the best use th a t could have been m ade of 
it.

The gist of the statem ent is 
th a t he has encountered an insurm ountable 
obstacle, in fact. 
Now before we recom­ 
m end our readers to accept this relation 
as true we feel it necessary to point out 
th a t the Gaslight Journal is published in 
the interest of illum ination by gas, and 
th a t consequently it is not friendly to Mr. 
Edison’s project. 
The character and cir­ 
cum stance of the papar In fact are such aa 
to throw strong suspicion upon any sta te ­ 
m ent it makes of the kind here under con­ 
sideration. 
I t is possibls th a t Edison may 
have encountered unforeseen difficulties, 
but we do not believe th a t hs has to cope 
w ith an insurm ountable obstacle ia the 
perfect insulation of his conducting wires, 
or th a t the divisibility of tho electric cur’ 
rent has been shown to be unattainable.

E d s . R e c o r d - U n io n : W hen, a little more 
than two years ago, the distinguished pro­ 
jector of the Panam a Interoceanic Canal 
visited San Francisco for the purpose ef bring­ 
ing his plan before the people of oar coast, 
many thoughtful men in the community en­ 
tertained and expressed grave doubts, not 
only concerning the sufficiency of his knowl­ 
edge of the physical conditions attaching to 
the problem which he so boldly undertook to 
so've, but touching the ability of any man to 
solve it in the manner proposed by him. 
M. 
de Lesseps was elated, not unnaturally, by 
reason of the memorable success attending 
the completion of the canal at Suez, and 
fondly imagined th at the construction of an­ 
other at Panam a would be for him an under­ 
taking as easily carried out. 
L et us suppose 
that M. de Lesseps was honest in his project 
of attem pting to make a through-cut at the 
level of tide-water through the Isthm us of 
Panama, and that his real object was neither 
the possession of the Panam a Railway nor a 
stock-jobbing scheme such as tho Mississippi 
bubble was, although there are those who in­ 
cline to the belief th at one, or both, of these 
projects is at the bottom of M. de Lesseps’ 
plan. 
I t is very wsil known that, while 
in 
this country, M. 
de 
Leeseps stated 
repeatedly th at all the money he might 
ne d for his enterprise would be furnished 
ia F ran ce; it is equally well known that, 
after his return thither, he said, as repeatedly 
and as publicly, that he could obtain any 
amount of money in the U nited States should 
his own countrymen not desire to take ad­ 
vantage oi the brilliant opportunity 1 ffered 
to them. 
Americans know th at not one cent 
was promised in this country for the con­ 
struction of the canal, but in France the de­ 
sired effect was produced by the eminent 
diplom atist who, during his long public ca­ 
reer, has practically avowed repeatedly his 
adherence to the dictum of Talleyrand, th at 
speech was given to us for the concealment of 
thought. 
And subsequently, when the sub­ 
scription books of the Panam a Canal Com­ 
pany were opened, and it was found th at a 
certain number of shares were subscribed for 
in New York, it became a m atter of conject­ 
ure—and it stiff so remains—whether the ap­ 
parent purchase cf these shares was in reality 
at y thing but a mere transfer of Btoek from 
the Paris office. Nevertheless, let us consider 
th at M. de Lesseps, ia a diplomatic sense and 
iu a sense th at prevails at the Bourse, is an 
honest man. 
An hone3t rnan m ay fall into 
error, and M. de Lesseps certainly proceeded 
to c..ny out his plan without a sufficient con­ 
sideration of the m atter. 
H is action was 
based 
upon an imperfect 
topographical 
examination 
of 
the 
Isthm us of 
Pana­ 
ma, 
mads 
by 
M. 
Napoleon W yee, a 
y<meg Lieutenant of 
the 
French navy, 
of mediocre ability and of no experience 
whatever in such m atters, prefaced, probably, 
by a hasty perusal of the many reports which 
hava been made from tbe times of Challes V. 
to the present day, by observers, icientitic 
and otherw'se, concerning the physical fe t ­ 
ures 
of th at region. 
I peimit, myself to 
make use of the word hasty for the reason 
th at professional engineers, men whose opin­ 
ions on such m atters are, very properly, of 
greater value to the world than those of M. 
de Lesseps and M. Wyse, have never gained 
from those reports any definite idea other 
than that such a canal as th at proposed by 
these geatlemen is, virtually, impracticable. 
It is true that M. de Lesseps subm itted his 
plan to a congress of engineers of repute, and 
that representatives from varicus cr.unSies 
attended on th at occasion. 
I t is well known, 
h rwever, th at many of these engineers were 
oppjsod to the plan subm itted to them. 
Tne 
objections made by the delegates from the 
U nited States and f.-om Mexico were set 
down to the score of national jtalonsy, or ac­ 
counted for by the assumed fact th at they 
were interested in some rival scheme. Shortly 
aft.-r th at congress had been le!d, 1 had the 
honor of meeting, in Mexico, Señor Francis­ 
co do Garay, a well-known engineer, who 
was the 
Mexican 
representative in that 
body. 
Secor 
de G aray 
did 
uot 
hesitate 
to 
avow his 
belief 
that 
the {Congress was packed, and th at the ap­ 
proval of M. de Leeseps’ plan was the di­ 
rect result of th at gentleman’s well-known 
and' almost unequaled diplomatic talents. 
S;nor de G aray’s belief was shared by the 
Hon. Mr. Morgan, U nited States M inister to 
Mexico, who, at the tim s of M. de Lessepe' 
v sit to this country, published his opioi ms 
of the latter’s intentions. Still, let us give M. 
de Lesseps credit for honesty of purpose. 
W ith a dramatic flouri-h of trum pets work 
oa the iathm ui was begun, hut down to toe 
present time uothicg of a permanent charac­ 
ter has besn accomplished. 
And now it ap­ 
pears, from reports which I believe hav - not 
been contradicted, th at a radical change has 
he?n made in tbe original plan. 
Accordirg 
to th at plan tbe canal was to cross the couríe 
of the Onagres river at or near Barbacoas, 
and a t a level many feet below the bed of the 
stream. The railway bridge over riie Chagres 
at Barbacoas is about fifteen hundred feet in 
engtii, yet that bridge was d'etroye-l by a 
fl 1 id which took place while M de Lesseps 
wes in this country. 
In San Francisco M. 
de Lesseps wae asked publicly, by Captain 
W illiam L. Merry, I think, w hat he iuteudeu 
to do with the Onagrei river? 
To this 
question he replied by saying th at he should 
cam the river aud divert its course, as w.*s 
do as frequently in Europe. 
A t the tima it 
wos thought by many persor.3 familiar with 
the phenomena observable in the streams of 
tropical America tn at M . de Lesseps bad not 
considered this m atter with the care de­ 
manded by its imp >rtance ; if the late tele­ 
grams be true it is now very evident th at he 
had not done so. 
I t is now stated th at the 
c nal is to be carried over the Chegres by an 
aqueduct. 
An aqueduct, such as would 
meet the r quirements of the ca o, would 
amrment by many millions the original esti­ 
mate of the cost of the canal. 
And the 
preposition to construct an 
aqueduct i» a 
clear abandonment of I he original plan, viz : 
the construction ol a canal at the level of 
tide-water. 
There is some reason to doubt 
that the news ia authentic, for the simple rea­ 
son that no such plan is feasible. 
All en­ 
gineers are aware th at any canal constructed 
at Panama must be a t the level of the sea, 
because there is no feeder for a sum m it level, 
and because no plan for pumping water up 
to such a level could be adopted successfully. 
In an article published in tbe International 
Hi fine for July, the writer urgei the pot-ei- 
bility of earthquakes as an argument agalu3t 
tbe nerm atency of any engineering structures 
at Panama. 
On tbe 8th of September an 
earthquake shcck of great severity was felt ali 
a ross the istbmus. The cathe fralof Panama 
and other massive buildings in that city, were 
damaged very materially. 
Tne 
Panama 
Railway was made impassable for one quarter 
of its length. 
Bridges were damaged and 
their abutm ents were cracked. 
I places the 
r»ils sin k out of tight in the earth ; m others 
they wt re bent and twi-te fi 
The substantial 
freight-house of stone at Colon was thrown 
to the ground. 
Subsequent shocks, which 
still continue, have carried on the work of 
destruction. 
Fortunately no tidal wave has 
been noted as yet oa either side of the 
Isthmus. 
These disturbances are, probably, 
: due to activity on the part of some of the 
many volcam es to the northward cf the 
Isthtnu». 
Now, it is quite probable th at M 
de Lesotpq having discovered at length that 
the floods of the Chagres are seri vh m atters, 
was in a quandary concerning the diepoaitioa 
to be made of th at river, and that the occur­ 
rence cf the earthquake quickt-md bis views 
with regard to the advisability of an aque­ 
duct. 
Earthquakes in the tropics destroy 
ru id structures of store, while they leave 
uninjured—unless th y are sv/jll oved up— 
the wattled, palm-thatoh d huts • ¡ the lower 
classes of i ill abitan:?. 
There would be but 
little d S rance between tne etahili y c-f the 
da it waicls was proposal and th at of the 
aqueduct 
which 
is 
now prop tscd— in- 
would yield to the shock of an earthquake 
a-i readily as the other. 
The idea th at a 
building, or u structure of any kind, other 
than a hut euch as has been referred to, can 
be made " earthquake proof,” is as ridiculous 
aa the common ituprareionconcerning “ earth­ 
quake weather.” There is no such thing as 
t; recasting the occurrence of an earthquake ; 
wb thcr there were or rot, such a shock as 
th a t recently felt at Panam a would destroy 
any dam. or c ry cqueduct, which engineer­ 
in ' tk id is capable of constructing. 
T hat 
this is the truth the world will probably have 
no opportunity of judging from the effect of an 
earthquake on the structures of the Panam a 
Interoceanic Canal. 
We will still oonc-dc 
that M. de Lesseps is an honest man ; but at 
the same time there is a lim it to tho patience 
and the purses of all shareholders. 
The 
Mississippi babble burst, and the meu whom 
M. do Ls.-seps induced to hazard tbeir means 
in the enterprise he undertook may discover 
what by this time he must hava adm itted to 
himself—viz: th at the project was ill-advised 
in its inception, ar.d th at it is impossible to 
carry u out successfully. 
There will be no 
Interoceanic Canal coustructed on th8 plan 
oi M . Fsrdinand de Iiessep?.

If any doubt the mournful wit th at lias 
hidden in th ;s suggestion, they have but to 
glance at the c Ju-mus of the daily press for the 
past year. 
The newspaper cin now no more 
go to press without the scientific speculations 
of the Signal Service, than it can without a 
reliable m arket reo o rt; and it has seriously 
been considered whether the Sergeants who 
measure the storms and foieleli their advent, 
should not he regularly attached to the plum ­ 
bago brigade, wi.b the hope that, as news­ 
paper men, they may vary their vagaries and 
give the public a letter brand of weather and 
a more settled climate

movable aliáis exactly opposite th e hour or 
fraction of hour and m inute, respectively, 
then and there indicated by the hands of 
the fixed dial, 
By this simple device tw o 
different tim es are kept at the option of the 
wearer. 
These supplem ental dials may 
also bo uaed for the recording of engage­ 
m ents, and for a variety of other purposes.

W h at H o rtic u ltu ra l ifflc e r Cooke T alk ed 
to th e G ran g ers A bout—T he l a a ­ 
g e rs to O rch ard a n d F arm

T he ad­ 
dress k e p t tlia profound a tten tio n of the 
G range for over an hour an d a half, and for 
it M r. Cooke received the w arm est thanks 
of th e G range m euibsis. 
T h e following is a 
synopsis of the very leag tb y docum ent, which 
is replete w ith in te re st: 
H e began by referring to the neglect th a t 
prevails of stu d y on the Bcienca of entomology, 
and pointed c u t the usefulness and necessity 
of a thorough understanding of it To the 
farm er and fruit-grow er, and especially of 
m icroscopic stu d y . 
H e pointed out the 
necessity of understanding foliy tho habits, 
grow th, etc., of the arm y worm, th e H essian 
fly, w ire worm , cu t worm, grassb pper, cod­ 
ling m oth, scale insects, eaw flies and borers, 
as 
also of 
tho 
vine 
m oth, 
phylloxera, 
beetles, caterpillars, p lan t lice, etc., and also 
of th e anim al infesting scale m ite, bot, ox 
fjy, etc. 
H e ealled atten tio n to tho los3 of 
crops of grain and fru it from insect pests and 
th eir destructive action 
upon p lan ts and 
dom estic anim als. 
In sect pest has become 
a curse in California. 
H ere 
are all the 
conditions necessary 
to 
th eir _ prosperity 
an a 
increase, 
and 
to 
negligence 
the 
spread of the evil is chitfly attrib u tab le, a* 
weil as to the general ignorance ( f th e natu ral 
history of insects and lack of know ledge as 
to rem edies to check th eir ravages, and con­ 
cerning such as are teaetieial and not d etri­ 
m ental to earth products. 
E ntom ological in­ 
form ation is a necessity in tb is day to the 
proper m anagem ent of farm , orchard and 
vin -yard. 
T he dangers threaten in g from in ­ 
sect pests to iaud products are g reater than 
any others. 
These dangers are n o t loca1, h u t 
th reaten 6very section of th e S ta te —m oun­ 
tain , valley and coast alike. 
K irb y says in­ 
sect life is a universal em pire. 
T he insects 
injurious to crops in C alifornia he then 
enum erated. 
T he arm y w orm is th e larva of 
a night flying m oth. 
T h e eggs are laid near 
the roots of perennial giasec?, along th e inner 
base 
of tho 
term inal 
blades, 
and 
are 
doubled and glued along th e groove^ in rows 
cf from five to tw en ty ; each fem ale deposits 
100 eggs, 
th a t 
h atch 
in 
eight 
or 
teu 
days, and tho caterp illar reaches full grow th 
in about th irty days, w hen it descends into 
th e earth three or four inches and builds a 
cell, w hereiu it passes its m etam orphoses. 
T hese caterpillars be described, as also the 
m oth, as he had seen them near Sacram ento 
in corn, barley, turnips, alfalfa, etc., and 
w here to prevent th eir spread tranches were 
dug for th eir capture. 
D usting buhach on 
th em in th e trenches proved very effictlve, 
b u t th e burning of dry straw or hay m oto so. 
T h e h ab itat of the arm y worm is in grass in 
low lands, from w hence it goes to the high 
lands after a season f ivcrable to it. 
T hus 
n early all great arm y w orm years are w et 
ones, w ith th e preceding y ear unusually dry. 
THE HESSIAN FLY 
H e had not seen in Sacram ento, b a t had been 
told of its appearance. 
I t is a question as to 
w hether it is indigenous to th is country. 
I t first appeared in 
A m erica 
in 
177(1, 
on S ta te a Island, a t F latb u sh . 
In 17.S7 
it was found w est of th e A lleghany M ount­ 
ains. W heat, r j e, barley and grass it attacks, 
an d in places it has forced th e abandonm ent 
of w h eat growing. 
I t lays its eggs in th e 
sm all creases of young w heat leaves. 
The 
eggs are about l-50:h of an inch in length and 
h atch ia less th an fifteen days. 
T he m aggot 
produced is cf a pale red color, and craw ls 
down the l. f and works dow n betw een it 
and th e m ain stalk to a poiut a little below 
the ground, w here th ey become stationary 
u n til th eir transform ation tak es place. T hey 
are th ere nourish, d by the sap and thu3 
w eaken and im poverish the plan t. 
In forty 
days m atu rity is reached. T his peat produces 
tw o broods a year—spring and autum n. 
I t 
is n o t believed th a t it em igrates, b u t it stead­ 
ily spreads fruin the original point of in tro ­ 
duction. 
I t is n ot believed by D r. Thom as 
th a t it w ill reach the Pacific Statea, b u t th a t 
statem en t m ay be hazardous. 
I t has become 
acclim ated ia th e up p er S t. L aw rence and in 
th e M ississippi valleys. 
I ts spread w estw ard 
is very slow, b u t it has reached K ansas. P re­ 
caution m ust be taken, however, in California, 
to p revent its im portation. 


THE WIRE WORM 
Ia th e larva of the snapping beetle, skip-jaek 
beetle, etc. 
T he larva rem ains in th a t state 
about three years. 
W herever grasses will 
grow the wire-worm m ay be found, and they 
abound in the routs of th e coarsest serge 
and 
o th er w ild grasses on the borders of 
m arshes, and in th e m ost delicate pastures. 
T h ey do g reat dam age to crops, especially 
corn, and feed on the roots of barley, cab­ 
bage, w heat, potatoes, rye, asparagus, cur­ 
ran ts, oats, etc., and on dahlias, pinks, car­ 
nations, etc. 
M any rem edies for the pest 
have been given, m ost of them beiDg inef­ 
fective. 
H and-picking is effective, as also 
th e use of .¡icos of p itato es, apples, lsttuce, 
etc , as traps. 
A hall of a potato w ith tho 
eye3 cu t out, covered w ith an inch of loom, 
catches th e pe-it. 
D r. T hom as advises the 
application of sail, lim e, soot, etc.. to the 
soil. 
T here applicitions, w here effective, 
w ere probably applied ju st before th e g-e»t 
m ass of th e worm s passed into th e pupa 
state, 
flotation of crops au d th e s r w th of 
vegetables obnoxious to th e p est are recom ­ 
m ended by D r. T hom as—as w hite m ustard. 
THE CUT WORM 
Is » species th a t e a t n ear the ground. 
W hen 
full grown it descends a few inches below the 
surfacsan d m akes an earth en cocood, w herein 
i t passes through its tran sfo rm atio n. 
T he 
m oth or p aren t of th e w orm is of a dingy 
g ray or biow n, of raU irr th i.k body, from 
th res-q u arters to one inch in lenglh. 
T he 
shoulders are tu f.ed , aud tho m ales have a 
tu ft on th e last ¡.egraent of th e abdom en. 
T he best rem edy in gardens is to dig ab o at 
th e plsu*. and destroy the larv a. 
C lean cu lti­ 
v ation and ex tra se:d are th e best rem edies. 
T en species of the m oth of tho cu t worm are 
know n in California. 


GRASSHOPPER 
Plague history is well know n. 
The larva or 
grub know n as th e largo w h ite grub of the 
M ay beetle, Ju n e beetle, goldsm ith beetle, 
are found in several parte of C alifornia. T he 
beetles feed on th e leaves of fru it trees. 
T hey Uy aud feed a t night, and the dam age 
th ey do is often overlooked by tho*e unac­ 
quainted w ith the history of the insect. 
T here are ten species of leaf-eatiog booties 
in C alifornia—two of the M ay beetles, tw o 
of the silky-leaf chafers (the rose bug), four or 
vine-chafers and tw o ot J u n e bugs. 
Place 
a sheet on the ground after dark, shake the 
tree, and the beetle] will fail on the w hite 
clotn and m ay be gathered and destroyed. lu 
fields apply the same rem edies as for tho wire 
worm . 
THE STORE-ROOM 
A u d granary is n ex t considered. 
H ere is 
found the w.-.eat weevil, a w ell-known pest 
th a t devours stored grain. 
T he eggs are 
deposited after the storage of the grai n 
On 
hatching, the grub burrow s in the w heat and 
devonrB it. 
K iln-drying and ventilation and 
occasional m oving cf the grain are recom ­ 
m ended. 
B uhach can be used very effect­ 
ively. 
G ranaries 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
cleaned and w hitew ashed w ith a wash having j 
in it some kerosene, or sp p ly th e kerosene to 
a 'l joints and crack.s b efo re w hitew ashing. 
H e said th a t in southern C alifornia in one 
section, a t a mill, when the w eather is such 
th a t the w heat heats bc-iore getting to the 
store room -, w ithin six weeks from the tim e 
it ia cut the weevil appears. 


THE HORSE BOT FLY 
D eposits its eggs on the inner p a rt of the 
knees and shoulder*. 
T he bite causes t-ie 
horse to lick the spot, aud so the eggs enter 
{he m outh and thence go to tUs stom ach, 
w here the larva hatch and fasten on the lining 
of th e stom ach. 
Ten speciaS are known here, 
tw o of which att?.ck (ho horte. 
One species 
attacks horned cattle by tdercing the skin 
and depositing the eg.;. 
W hen cattle are a t­ 
tached they ru?h f r the nearest c a te r, w ith 
beads and necks exV nded. 
Tho buzzing of 
the insect terrifies the cV .Js. a n l it is aid it 
renders them unm anageable. 
SHEEP 
P ests he n ex t c .n idered. 
A n d first ho treat­ 
ed of scab. 
I t in caused by a sm all m ite 
called the scale m ile, and a t one tim e known 
as “ sh eep itch ." 
I t is eaeiiy distinguished 
from th e iceh m ite of m ac, as it has only 
8¡6cder m andibles and feelers to pirres the 
skin, whi .h it c mu t eater, an 1 so they are 
not sub-cutaneous. 
The eggs are laid on the 
skin and h ate i in ab o u t fourteen days. 
In ­ 
flam m ation follows the piercing prcce¿a, exu­ 
dation follow.a, end th ru th e scab forme, th? 
anim al rnbe r e parts, and thus th e fl rece 
takes on its ragged appearance. 
In summer 
the b lo w fly com .boxees the disease, end 
m aggots burrow under th e scab. 
Tobacco 
w ashes sa d a dip o; eulphur and ’¡me ar:- 
rem edics.. T o ste e p has u s bot-fly also, the 
larxic of W hich are deposited in tne nostrils, 
and go tb«uca u p to th e fro n tal p arís and 
irrita te and f od on th j m ucus. O jco there it 
rem ains iill tq riu g , and th en w o ik i dow n­ 
w ard, irri.o tii'g .he insnal race, an d finally 
falls to th e ground, burrow -, and shortly is 
tr&Esformed in to a chrysalis. 
In California 
i t rem ains six or e-. h t weeks, and {hen comes 
c u t as a fly raiem bung tho house fl>, bn 
larger.

THE CARPET OR WOOLEN MOTH, 
The fur and the h air m oth, ha n ex t consid­ 
ered, ios found by the housewife, who well 
knows thai.' ability to do dam age. 
H e de­ 
scribed th eir form ation, grow th and habits. 
A bout th e m iddle of M ay strenuous tffarta 
should be m ade to destroy the eggs and 
young. 
L ay open the closets, rem ove th eir 
contents, tak e up carpets and tapestry. 
E x ­ 
pose th e whole to tho air and sun for some 
hours, and thoroughly brush, b eat or shake 
them . 
B rush c u t floor and w ail cracks w ith 
spirits cf turpentine, strew pow dered black 
or cay eru e pepper under the edges of carpets, 
and p u t sheets of paper, sprinkled w ith tu r ­ 
pentine, cam phor, leaves of tobacco, snuff or 
buhach am ong the clothes to be laid aw ay for 
the sum m er. 
M oths can be killed by fum i­ 
gating th e room w ith tobacco sm oke or sul­ 
phur, or by exposing them lo a h eat of 150" 
F arb. 
A HOST OF ENEMIFS. 
T he potato lias its enem y in a species of 
blister beetle. 
In Lassen county it did m uch 
dam age in 1881. 
T urnips have & pest in the 
shape of a s tiip e d b u g ; next is th e twelve- 
spotted D , aud next th e striped tu rn ip fl- e 
beetle. 
P eas and beans are infested by cur- 
culios, 
the 
cabbage 
bug, o- th o cater­ 
pillar of th e S outhern cabbage butteifly, 
and by the cabbage-plant louse. G arden com 
has its corn-worm , and carrots, m elons and 
parsnips have each th eir parasites. 
X eaiiy 
all flowers and shrubs have th eir insect parn- 
a.le?. 
T he p lan t louse infests nearly ail 
p lants or shrubs, and th e scale insect infests 
Borne. 
H ot-house plants have th eir pests, 
and our finest foliage has its enem y, m oth, 
scale, weevils, etc. 
So, too, are th e oleander, 
acc. c'a, rose and cactus attacked by a species 
ot .-cale. 
W e have the leaf-cutting bes, tie 
c ick chafer, vine chafer, mole, cricket, goose­ 
berry worm , currant-bush borer, and saw fly. 
THE WOOLLY APHIS 
Is a great pest to fruit-grow ers—w hite lo o k ­ 
ing blotches seen on lim bs and tru n k s of 
trees. 
I t lives on th e roots iu w inter and 
ascends the tree in spring. 
T he m other pro­ 
duces w ithout the presenco of the m ale. 
Iu 
tw enty-one days ninety-five young w ill be 
the result of a single aphi3. 
E ach aphis pro­ 
duces teu broods per year. 
T he first genera­ 
tion being one, ti e sscond is 100, the third 
10 000, tho te n th one quintiilion (1,000,000, 
000,000,000,000 ) 
T he sting of this louse 
m akes the tree hard, k notty, dry, b rittle and 
covers it w ith protuberances. 
Coal oil is 
effective, b u t not s .f s for th e tr.e . A tobacco 
decoction at 130’ tem perature on application 
ia effective. 
A trench ab au t the tree, w ith 
lim e in it to Black in w ater, and then being 
covered up w ith earth, is said to be a safe 
rem edy. 
T he apple leaf plant louse is plen­ 
tiful iu the kja.Tuineuto valley orchard?. 
T hey 
aie 
a dark 
green color and com- 
pletelyi 
caver 
th e 
surface 
of 
the 
leaves. 
Such trees, w hen dorm ant, should be 
washed w ith an aikaiiuc solution of concen­ 
trated lya—one pouud to each gallon if 
w ater. 
S pray the leaves and fiu it in early 
sum m er w ith a solution of whale-oil soap, but 
whale-oil soap and sulphur m ixed isa prefer­ 
able rem edy—o re p iu a d cf soap and sulphur 
to each gallon of w ater.

to spread alarm ingly if not checked.

T hey feed on th e young foliage, grow rapidly,

m easure one and

q u arter inches. 
T hey do great in ju ry to 
orchards. 
I t cast M r. D e L o rg , ot M arin 
county. §1,000 to w rest his orchaid crop from 
them . 
L is t year, however, he picked the 
eggs a t a cost of §1 50 per ounce. 
E ach 
ounce had GOO rings, averaging 300 eggs per 
ring, equaling 00,000,000 caterpillars. 
L ast 
year a parasite—a T achina fly attacked this 
pest and p artly destroyed it, and also a 
parasite, a species of B rucon th a t reduced 
the pest greatly. 
A p re tty caterpillar is 
found in apple trees know n as the Tussock 
m oth. 
I t iras a wide tussock of w hite hair 
from the fourth to the seventh segm ent. 
O.i 
each side the first segm ent ar.don th e upper 
p a rt of the eleventh is a pencil of long black 
hair?, knobbed a t the top. 
I t does great 
dam egs to fiu it and foliage. 
A looper, geom ­ 
eter or m eaeuring-w ortn cateip iilar is found 
in the orchard in A pril or shortly after. 
I t 
attack s th e leaves, and they appear &3 if 
eaten by a sm all insect. 
T his caterpillar bin 
but ten legs—six on the first three segm ents, 
two pro-Ugs on the n in th segm ent and tv. > 
ana! pro-legs oa the last segm ent. 
I t is prob­ 
ably th e canker worm. 
V arious devices to 
destroy the peat have been tried. 
T roughs 
filled w ith liquid p u t around the tree prevent 
the fem ale from ascending. 
T hom as recom ­ 
m ends a half inch ropa nailed around th e tree 
and a band of tin tour or five inches wide 
nailed over th e rope, the to p being even w ith 
the rope. 
T he fem ales cannot pass up, and 
deposit tho eggB in the cavity betw een th e 
rope, and there th ey can be destroyed. 
Six 
pounds cf arsenic boiled in 150 gallons of w a­ 
ter was used iu spraying in one orchard and 
exterm inated th e pests. 


A SrECIES OF APHIS 
Infests pear free leaves. 
A pply the rem edy 
for apple leaf aphis. 
P ear Blags feed on the 
epiderm is of the leaves, and live on the ribs 
of the loaf. 
T he following year th e tree wiil 
not bear a full crop. 
D ry d u st or powdered 
lim e throw n on the leaves, or suiphur and 
pow dered lim e, destroy them .

best._ T he codlicg m oth intestB in m any lo­ 
calities the fruit of the apple, pear and quines 
trees. 
T his pest was unknow n in C alifornia 
uu til 1874. 
I t was brought from the E a st in 
apples shown a t th e S tate F a ir ia 1873, it is 
believed. 
I t first appeared, a t least. Dear 
Sacram ento in th e sum m er of 1874. 
Its 
spread has been rapid. 
I t is now i <und in 
th irty couuties. 
I t is the w orst &f th e insect 
pe3ts to exterm inate. 
Success can only be 
had by the united efforts of fruit-growers. 
Som e have interfered w ith the steps taken 
under the law to Gheck the spread, and the 
result is a great injury, as can plainly be seen 
a t present in San Francisco, by exam ining 
th e infested fru it offered and being shipped 
broadcast.

_ TT1E TEACH 
H as its parasitic enem y. 
T his season a new 
one lias appeared—a sm all caterpillar a little 
over 1} inchc-s long. 
I t m akes its home close 
to the p it when feeding. 
O aa fruit-grow er,

a besket of peaches to m arket which M r. 
Cooke found to be teem ing w ith this worm. 
The codling m oth, M r. Cooke has positive 
proof, has been in th e oe&ch crops this year. 
L ast rpring he found a new caterpillar pro­ 
ducing a m oth m uch resem bling th e peach- 
eating one. 
T he ta ran tu la, cr spid r haw k 
has attacked one peach orchard tw o succes3ive 
years. 
T ne pear-slug attacks th e cherry tree 
foliage. 
T his year a false caterpillar was 
founa in cherries—probably th e larva of a 
saw-fly. 
A pricots this year were infestad 
by w hat appears to be fungi. T he red spider, 
cr red m ite, has spread greatly, and reached 
tho aim oud tree. 
T ne lye and w ater w ash 
has been successfully used in some eases—two 
pounds concentrated lye to each gallon.

decoction of tobacco leaves—half pound to 
gall >n, w ith one pound of concentrated lv-> 
added—was u-ed 
successfully 
by W . B. 
W est, of S tockton. 
S praying w ith whale-oil 
soap a r d eu’p hnr, one pound of each to a 
gallon, is a successful rem edy. 
SCALE INSECTS.

great dam age a t the E ast, and should t o ; be 
allowed to spread here. .Straw or Ixay spread 
about vinei induces the false chinch-bug 
to retire therein a t night. 
T he straw m ust 
then he rakea up and burned before sunrise. 
S p r’-nkling sem e hay w ith kerosene and rak ­ 
ing the hay from th e vine over it, cu t off the 
escape of the insec!, w hich i! a t first made in 
considerable num bers, into the ground. Clean 
cultivation and vigilance alone will defeat 
tr.e spread of these pests. 
T he straw berry 
has its parasite?, w hich have been ,ii-covered 
this season. 
So, too, has th e raspberry and 
blackberry, the r.,se scale affecting the last 
two. 
Parasites (grubc) have been found ia 
the hop plant, th a t eat the root of th e plant. 
H e has seen alco the larva of caterpillars 
feeding on hop vines, b u t has not y e t teen any 
signs cf the hop m oth.

Y ., w ho is on th e 
eve of hi3 d e p a rtu re to S an tiag o do C hili, 
w here he is to observe th o tra n sit of V enus, 
eay 3 th e p resen t com et is id e n tical w ith th e 
one seen in 1843 and 1SS0. 
H e holds th a t 
th is com et has alm ost grazed th e surface of 
th e sun an d th a t it has passed w ith in 100,­ 
000 m iles of th e so lar surface. 
H e gives a 
nu m b er of calculations to su p p o rt h¡3 con­ 
clusions, an d says th a t th e com et w ill 
henceforth m ove m ore slow ly on acco u n t of 
th e frictio n of th e solar atm o sp h ere and 
th a a ttra c tio n of th e sun, and th a t finally 
it w ill fail' in to th e su a . 
P rofessor B jss 
s a y s : 
“ I have scarcely an y d o u b t th a t 
we arc actu ally w itnessing a re tu rn of th e 
g reat com et of 1843 an d 1S80. 
I believe 
th a t th e 
perihelion 
passage 
w iil 
be 
fonnd 
to 
h av e 
o ccurred 
som e 
hours 
previous 
to 
G reenw ich 
m id n ig h t 
of 
ta e 
17th, and th a t 
th e o rb it w ill be

H o tte r an d h o tte r w ill becom e th e m : d 
flight of th e spien d id com et u n d e r th e all­ 
pow erful and increasing a ttra c tio n of th e 
suu. 
A t last, an d , a3 I believe, before th e 
elote of th e p resen t cen tu ry , th e com et on 
som o one of its recu rrin g approaches to 
th e sun w ill mfeet, low dow n iu th e solar 
atm osphere, an o b stru ctio n too g reat to bo 
resisted. 
I t w ill th e n fall head lo n g in to 
th e sun a n d vanish from th e catalogue of 
com ets forever. 
T h is c atastro p h e m ay oc­ 
cu r n e x t y e a r o r som e y ears later, b u t I 
believe i t m u st com a sooner o r la te r.

am m ore inclined to believo th a t th e

of

place su d d e n ly ra th e r th a n by a g rad u al 
w astin g aw ay. 
I t is even possible th a t th e 
ev en t w ill occur w ith o u t ou r know ledge ; 
b u t if we are fo rtu n a te enough som e tim e 
w hen th e com et is on its hom ew ard jo u r­ 
n ey to th e su n w e shall w atch him g ra d u ­ 
ally ap p ro ach in g th e g re a t lu m in ary u n til 
lost in his ray s, an d th e n w e shall w atch 
in vain for his em ergence. 
T h is m ay seem 
to be a bold p red ictio n , and I m ay have 
m ade som e erro r w hose ex isten ce I do n o t 
now suspect. 
If so, I shall be glad to have 
it p o in ted o u t, an d a t all ev en ts Bhall 
w atch for th o first ru d e elem ents of th e 
p resen t com et, w hich are y e t to be com ­ 
p u te d w ith ferv e n t in te re s t.” If th is reallv 
proves to be a re tu rn of th o G ould com et 
of 1SS0, it w ill n o t long rem ain in view .

T hird Paper by Mr. t a r i s on th e B alslng 
of Carp. 
[Prepwd foe the Becskd-Ukios.1 
I feel to-day as if I would like to lay 
down my pen in favor of some one more 
able to take it up ; but I am like a bone 
harnessed to a hack, and must pull it 
through. I shall proceed. W e had arrived 
in this series of sketches for the benefit of 
the R e c o rd -U n io x readtn at the point 
where the little beauties (carp) had been 
hatched. 
They come forth supplied by 
nature with a little bag of food attached 
to the mouth, which is sufficient to nourish 
and sustain them about one week. 
By the 
time the fijh has consumed all the yolk (as 
culturiste call it) it is able to take other 
fcod, which it obtains from the bcuui of 
the water and otherwise. 
In a few days 
they will take food prepared for them, 
such as the curd of sour milk, meal, mid­ 
dlings, bran, boiled cabbage and potatoes, 
meloES and grain of all kinds, or anything 
that a pig w ill eat. 
It is useless to enu­ 
merate. 
.Suffice it to say that they will 
eat anything in the vegetable line, even 
the excrement of the domestic animals. If 
the ponds are rich in natural food they 
will do moderately well with but little or 
no attention ; hut experience teaches us 
that the better the care and attention of 
the domestic animal, the better the devel­ 
opment and the greater the percentage 
gained. 
Even so with the carp. 
W e 
also lesrn 
from experience that there 
is 
a vast difference in stock 
of 
the 
same species. 
For instance, we ohtaiD 
nearly double the amount of beef from the 
same amount of food given to a good short­ 
horn, th st ¡we do from a common scrub. 
Or, for another instance, take a scrub pig, 
and a good China, and give them the same 
care and attention, and the scrub will re­ 
main a poor little knotty thing, almost 
disgusting to look at, w..i!e the China is 
always fat, and ever fit for the oven. There 
is even a greater difference in fish, the 
carp having the ascendancy : while it con­ 
sumes only (you may say refuse) vegetable 
matter, 
the trout requires this to bo 
transformed into animal matter before con­ 
sidering it food at all (note the difference). 
Then, again, 


TH E CARP ARE NOT CANNIBALS, 
A nd therefore all Bizes can be k e p t and 
reared in th e sam e pond, w hich is an item 
of g reat im portance and ren d e rs th em p ref­ 
erable to all o th e r good fish. 
T h en , again, 
consider th e ra p id ity of th e ir g ro w th , an d 
th e enorm ous size to w hich th e y a tta in . 
T he first y ear th e y gain in len g th from 
th ree to six inches, th e second from six to 
ten inches, 
and th e th ird from te n to 
tw e n ty inches, and so on u n til th e y o b tain 
th e ir full grow th. 
M r. Ile sse ll says th ey 
increase in len g th cn ly up to a c ertain age, 
b u t th a t th e ir circum ference w ill increase 
up to th e ir th irty -fifth year. 
S ays he : “ I 
have seen carp in S o u th ern E u ro p e th a t 
w eighed th irty and fo rty pounds and m ore, 
and m easuring th re e an d a half fe e t in 
len g th by tw o an d th ree-fo u rth s feet in 
circum ference.” 
A n o th er acco u n t gives 
th e w eight of som e as ran g in g from fifty 
to six ty pounds each, and a F re n ch en­ 
gineer k illed a carp in th e D anube th a t 
w eighed 
sixty-five 
pounds, 
an d 
th e 
scales of w hich m easu red 
tw o 
an d 
a 
half inches in diam eter. 
T h ere w ere tw o 
tak en from th e ponds of th e D u k e of O lden­ 
burg th a t w eighed 42 an d 55 pounds, th ey 
being only 15 years of age. 
T h e chronicle 
of th e m onastries of M olk gives th e w eight 
of one a t 78 pounds, and still a n o th e r ac­ 
count places th e w eig h t of a carp a t 00 
pounds. 
H ow ever, th e y do n o t o ften e x ­ 
ceed tw e n ty pounds ia w eig h t and four 
feet in len g th ; b u t Jo v in u s m entions son e 
th a t w ere cau g h t in L ik e Com o, in Ita ly , 
th a t w eighed 200 pounds each, and o thers 
h a \e been ta k e n from th e D n iester five f< e t 
in length.

B a t before proceeding fu rth e r I w ish to 
co rrect a m istak e th a t has cre p t in to p rin t, 
nam ely, th a t carp acquire th e ir g ro w th in 
th re e years, w hich is n o t th e case by th irty - 
tw o y ears, by th e q u o tatio n s from Ilessell, 
an d , to speak personally, m y 3 -y ear old fish 


w ere alw ays from ten to sixteen inches in 
len g th , w hile m y eig h t-y ear-o ld fish are 
stiil grow ing. 
W h en b u t fix years old 
th e y m easured th irty -tw o inches in len g th 
and fourteen aud a half inch- s m circum fer­ 
ence. 
B u t to consider th e ic ine-gr iw tii of 
som e others. I let a M r. B illings h av e t vo 
sm all fish, w hich w ere Lot i 
e th n throe 
or four inches in len g th , and one y e a r a fter 
he inform ed m e th a t they- ih e n w eighed 
five pounds. 
M r. C h a r le H arris, of l l i l i ’s 
F e rry , C al., w rites m e a» follow s : 
** Last winter I w-*n:ei soma b rc e lin g 
carp, but thought th e urico ask ed by some 
more than I could s ta n d ; 
a’-h>.ugh I 
bought seventy live carp, sail to be two 
y ears of cge, 
an d 
m at 
w eighed less 
th a n one pound each. 
Som e of them 
died ia being transported. 
I opened some 
of them, and found both sexes full of 
spawn. 
For fourteen miles of the way 
th e y were very badly shaken up, and it 
may be the epiwn were killed, as I can 
see no little one3. 
M y stock fish have 
grown from three-quarters and one pound 
to four and six pounds in weight. 
Now, 
will you please give me your opinion, and 
tell me what you think was the cause of 
my carp not spawning ? 
Also give me the 
lowest price for 500 of your carp fry.” 
I might go on and give many more state­ 
ments, but presume these are enough to 
show the reader what can be dore. W e need 
not expect all of our fish to make such 
giants, as those named are exceptional 
specimens ; still these facts are encouraging 
illustrations, showing what is possible for 
certain specimens to arrive at under favor­ 
able circumstances. 


TH E CARP LIVES 
To a very advanced age. 
The ponth in the 
garden of Emanuel College, Cambridge, 
contiined a carp that had been an inhabit­ 
ant of that pond for more than seventy 
years; and Lessncr has mentioned an in­ 
stance of one living to be 100 years old. 
Mr. Heeeell says that there are speeimeos 
to be found in Austria 140 years old ; and 
Professor Baird says he has evidence of 
them living to be 200 years of age. 
They 
are also very tenacious of life, and will live 
for a considerable time oat of water. 
I 
have shipped them 25 miles in wet grass 
and they were still alive. 
George Finley, 
f Pittsburg, Pa., writes me that eeven 
carp 6ix inches long lived six days in four 
gallons of water, with a large amount of 
fern therein, and the fish were as well 
when taken out as when put in. 
I have 
shipped them all over this W estern coast, 
from Idaho on the north to Mexico on the 
south, with less than three per cent. lo3s. 
To raise these fish sncces.-fnily for market 
we want a pond for each year we wish to 
keep the fish. For instance, ave want first a 
hatching pood ; here we keep the breeding 
fish, aad in the fall we want to take out all 
the young fish and transfer them to another 
pond by themselves, and there let them 
remaÍD until we are ready to put them into 
the market. 
But in order to keep them 
from increasing too rapidly, you will want 
a few cannibals, hut smaller fish, in the 
same pond with them to eat up*their 
spawn, and for this I presume the pike is 
the best, but the trout will answer. 
W e 
want to keep each year's hatching in 
separate ponds, until the first is emptied, 
using the same process. 
Then we can 
empty and refill oue pond each year, and 
to attain full success we Bhould draw the 
water off ouce a year, and remove the 
young, if any, and all enemies to the fish, 
of which I shall speak shortly.

T he D iamond.— Regarding the origin 
and formation of the diamond in nature, 
Dr. A. B. Griffiths says there are oniy 
three ways in which the crystals arc pro­ 
duced—by fusion, by solution, and by sub­ 
limation, and as the diamond has been 
found in sedimentary rocks, and in an al­ 
luvial matrix of sandstone and pebbles, 
and knowing that sandstone and petbles 
are produced by the action of water, and 
as aqueous or sedimentary strata are often 
fossiiiferous, we may draw an inference 
that the carbonaceous matter of the fossil 
plants and animals has been dissolved by 
highly heated water aided by great press­ 
ure existing in the crust of the earth, and 
that the carbon had eubsequemtly cooled 
slowly down into the crystalline form of 
the diamond. 
In other words, the dia­ 
mond is the result of a solution process.

ber of th e Indians recently usad as ecouta 
will he retained in service under existing ot- 
dem at eac i * f the reservations hereafter 
specified. 
E ach of the detachm ents will be 
under the com m and of an effieer designated 
by the D epartm ent Com m ander, who will 
have chatge, under the supervision of the 
c-m m andiug i lh ;tr cf the post, of th eir 
clothing and accounts, b u t the post com- 
m aader m»y com m unicate w ith thsm direct 
at any and all tim es. 
These Indiau.s w id be 
eebcted from am ong the best of their several 
tribss, and w ill be n ¡ble to be m U3terei cu t 
for m isconduct tow ards the Indians of their 
own or other trib p, or other good cause, and 
th eir places ti led by others duly selected. 
T hey will constitute the p lice force of the 
reservations, aud while required to attend 
regular m us'ers a id in pections. w ilt not. only 
be a l l o w e d , b u t w id be required, to cultivate 
the sii! am i perf. im the vari us imltibt:i»x 
¡¡.•-¡■C'ib : by lh- 
Indian D epartm ent, the 
sam e a s other Indians. 
They wiil be used 
from tim e to tim e, upon the a p p l i c a t i o n of 
the A gent or the w inaiaudiug cfii.-tr’s own 
m otion, t> preserve the p isc r, rep o rt and cor­ 
rect auy irregularities t ¡, .t m ay occur am ong 
th eir own or other tribes in the vicinity. The 
comtnandi* g officer will aid th e duly- author­ 
ized agents in instructing th e Indians in and 
estabdshi-.g am ong them a civil governm ent 
in its sim plest fern), enabiiDg then, to settle 
th eir d fferencea according to th e U 3 a g e of 
civilization, gradua'ly show ing the n the ben­ 
efits th a t are derived as concraeted w ith their 
own barbarous form s and custom s. T o do this 
effectually will require different form s to 
suit the peculiarities of different tribe*, and 
the A gents of the several reiervatiocs can 
agree upou the n et jsary form s, being careful 
not to m ake th tm too com plicated a t first f ir 
the comprehe nsion of th e tribes to which they 
are to be applied, leaving them to be enlarged 
w ith their capabilities, so th a t w hen the aux­ 
iliary force can be dispensed w ith they w ill 
be capable of aelf-goverum eut, and event­ 
ually become good ci izens. 
W hile they 
th .uld not be judged too h ardily for acts 
which, in the civil codes, would constitute 
m inor offenses, cere ehouli also be tak en th a t 
they do not sncc-ed in deceiving th eir A gents

NOTES FOB MECHANICS AND ABTISAN8. 


I t is proposed to build an underground 
railroad in Paris. 
T he cost of its construc­ 
tion is put at $30,000,000. 
A good rivet, cold, should bond double 
w ithout breaking. The head should flatten 
out, when hammered hot, to one-eighth of 
an inch thick w ithou t fraying at the edge 
or breaking. 
Boiler plates should 
be 
caulked w ith a convex tcol. 
For general purposes of lubrication, sperm 
oil answ ers b e st; next, winter-strained lard 
oil. 
For high speed and heavy pressure 
add finest air-floated plum bago (graphite, 
black lead). 
For cooling heated journals, 
use flour of sulphur and olive oil. For car­ 
ing badly scored journals, use lead filings. 
M etals, and especially Bteel, brought to 
a cherry-red heat and strongly com pressed, 
the pressure being continued u n til the 
mass is perfectly cold, are said to acquire 
an excessive hardness, and a striking fine­ 
ness of grain. 
S teel thu s treated acquires 
a coercive force w hich enables it to becom e 
m agnetic. 
The durability of this property 
requires to be studied. 
O ne can have th e b an d s in soapsuds 
w ith soft Boap w ith o u t in ju ry to th e skin 
f th s h an d s 
are d ip p ed in vinegar or 
em on juice im m ed iately a fte r. 
T h e acids 
d estro y th e co rro íive effects of th e alkali 
and m akes th e h an d s soft and w h ite.

dian m eal and vinegar or lem on juice used 
on th e b an d s w hen roughened by cold or 
labor, w ill heal and soften th em .

M . C acault, of Colom bes, p rin ts on 
th e tine an d h ard earth en w are of C reil pho­ 
to g rap h ic im pressions w hich are fixed a t a 
tin g le burning. 
M . L acroix, of P aris, has 
produced pencils lik e those of plnm bago, 
b u t co n sistin g of various vitrifiable colors. 
A design ex ecu ted w ith th em on glass h av­ 
in g tb e surface slig h tly d u lled sta n d s th e 
tire an d becom es fixed lik e a p a in tin g on 
glass.

cen ter, b etw een th e tu b e and th e axle, is a 
gun-m etal bearing in w hich tb e axle can 
revolve. 
T h e w heels a c t in such a manner 
th a t in ru n n in g along a stra ig h t rail both 
th e y and the axle tu rn together as in an 
ordinary pair of w heels, but on 
passing 
round a curve tbe axle slips in its joint, so 
th at the w h eel on the inner radius of the 
curve is retarded and the outer wheel ac­

A m ine has been found in the m ountain 
near Salzburg, A ustria, w hich gives indi­ 
cations of havin g been occupied and aban­ 
doned at least 2 000 years ago.

T he find seem s to have be­ 
longed to th e pre-Rom an tim es, as the ax- 
handles w ere evid en tly used for bronze 
axes, s p e c im e n s o f w hich have been found 
u p o n the surface of th e m ountain. 
The 
re lie s are of a high o rd e r, tho basket being 
s u p e rio r even to som e that were used in 
the early h is to ric tim e s.
